Clause Making It Possible to 
Annu! Contracts Inserted. 


The Sundry Civil Bill May Not 
Contain Appropriatiun. 


Congressman Uarlow Introduces 2 
Resolution Calling on Secretary 
Alger for an Explanation—Srys 
It is a Conspiracy. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] In the nick cf time 
what is said to be a conspiracy has 
been detected, whereby the work on 
San Pedro Harbor was to be held back 
a year, giving time for the renewal 
of efforts to divert the improvement 
to the wharf at Port Los Angeles 
(Santa Monica.) The conspiracy was 
a very cunning one. If it nad Lot 
been detected for a few days, it 
would have been successful, ana it 
may yet succeed. The facts are as 
follows: 

In pursuance of the terms of the 
River and Harbor Bill of 1896, a 
board of five members was appcinted 
to examine personally Santa Morica 
and San Pedro and judge between 
them for a deep-water harbor. The 
decision of the majority was 10 be 
final. The board was to make plans, 
specifications and estimates covering 
the cost of $2,902,000. Conzress au- 
thorized this sum at a rate cf 1.ot nicre 
than $400,000 annually. Secre:ary Al- 
ger, who opposed San Pedro, declared 
the act waS not mandatory, and de- 
clined icr a time to advertise ror bids. 
Finally he did so. The bids ‘vill be 
opened at San Francisco “ebruary 10, 
1898. The specifications for bidders, 
prepared in the usual form by Gen. 
Wilson, Chief of Engineers, and sent 
to Secretary Alger, when returned had 
a clause inserted providing that it no 
appropriation were made by Congress 
for york in the fiscal year ending 
| June 30, 1899, the contracts -vould all 
‘be void. 

This unprecedented clause slipped 
notice till Representative Barlow Cis- 
covered it, and today he weat to “ep- 
resentative Cannon, chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee of the 
House, which has charge of the Sun- 
dry Civil Bill in which the appropria- 
tion must be made, asking for tke 
assurance that at least u part of the 
$400,000 recommended in the treasury 
estimates be included. Mr. Cannon 
declared he was unable to sive és- 
surance at present, but said the bill 
would be reported to the House within 
ten days. But this will be pefore the 
bids are opened on February 19. hence 
it is said the bill naturally will not 
provide for San Pedro. Once the biil} 
is reported to the House it is imposs:- 
ble to get new legislation on it ex- 
cept by action of the Senace, where 
the Southern Pacific will bring great 
influence to bear against -t. | 

Representative Barlow believ2s the 
whole thing a deliberate conspi-acy. 
He today intreduced the following 
resolution: 

“Whereas, the proposals and speci- 
fications of the Secretary ot War for 
bids for the improvement and deveicp- 
ment of a deep-water hartior at San 
Pedro, Cal., differ materially from 
other proposals for bids and specifica- 
tions prepared by the War Depart- 
ment for work on other public works 
of like character, in that .hey provide 
for the annulment of the contract in 
said case under conditions that are 
new and without precedent, z=herefore 
be it 

“Resolved, that the Secretary of 
War be and he is hereby directed, to 
inform the House of the reason for 
the insertion of paragraph rumber 72 
in said proposals, which reads as fol- 
lows: ‘Annulment of con‘ract. If 
no appropriation is made by Con- 
gress for this work fcr the Jscal year 
ending June 380, 1899, any con:ract en- 
tered into under these specifications 
shall be annulled.’ ” 

Representative Barlow said: 

“The whole thing is a deliberate 
attempt to delay or wreck San Pedro 
Harbor. We have been working for 
this for eight years, and have had 
four commissions inspect the site. All 
decided in favor of San Pedro. Now 
the Southern Pacific has _ influence 
enough to have somebody in the Sec- 
retary of War's office alter the specifi- 
cations prepared by the Chief of Engin- 
eers and endanger the work. Matters 
are now so arranged that the House 
committee has a good excuse to leave 
the project out of the bill, on the 
ground that the bids are not yet 
opened. | 

“If this is done, the whole thing 
fails for another year, and séveral 
thousand dollars for advertising for 
bids will have to be spent over again. 
If the House would appropriate eVen 
$1 for the purpose, the contracts could 
be made, but it is just what

SIGNS OF PROSPERITY. 


PETITIONS AGAINST ANY BANK- 
RUPTCY LEGISLATION,

The People Contend That the Coun- 
try is So Prospercus There is 
No Need to Interfere With Pres- 
ent Business Arrangements. 


[bY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] One of the most sig- 
nificant evidences of the era of pros- 
perity is that offered by petitions now 
being showered upon Congressmen 
from the Middle States, protesting 
against the passage of any bankruptcy 
legislation. The most remarkab!e 
phase of the case is that the present 
petitions are signed by those who put 
their names to petitions urging ac- 
tion for such a bill last year. Where 
at that time there was seemingly a 
universal demand for the passage of 
the bill, there is now anxiety that 
nothing be done to alter conditions. 

Congressman Brecderick of Kansas, 
member of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, said today that members of the 
committee had received inany petitions 
against the passage of the bill, but 
could nct satisfactorily explain the 
cause for the change cf popular senti- 
ment. The printed forms being used 
say there is no call for such legisia- 
tion, that the country is so presperous 
and promises to be 80 much better 
that there is no%...asion to interfere 
with any arrangements between: déb- 
tor and creditor that may be made 
under present laws. The latter opin- 
ion prevails here, but nevertheless the 
bill will be reported when the appro- 
priation: bills shall be out of the way.

BLAND-ALLISON ACT. 


Friendly Suit at Detroit to Test 
Censtitutioualiy. 
[ASSOCIATED I’RESS NIGHT REVORT.] 
DETROIT (Mich.,) Jan. 31.—A 
friendly suit in chancery was begun to- 
day in the CircuitYourt at Pontiac to 
determine the constitutionality of the 
Bland-Allison silver act of 1878. Stephen 
Baldwin, a Detrvit capitalist, purchased 
some land upon which there is a mort- 
gage held Ly Fred A. Baker, chairman 
of the Democratic State Central Com- 

mittee. 

Mr. Baldwin tendered 364 silver dol- 
lars in payment of the amount due on 
the morigage. Mr. Baker declined to 
.ccept silver dcllars wnless enough of 
them were tendered to equal at the 
present bullion value of- silver 364 gold 
dollars. Accordingly suit was begun 
to obtain a decree compelling Chairman 
Baker to cancel the mortgage and ac- 
cept the tender made. 

Ex-Congressman Timothy E. Tarsney 
is the complainant’s attorney, and all 
the parties are prominent silver men 
and will carry the case to the United 
States Supreme Court in any event.

TANGIERS, Jan. 31.—The British 
steamer Tourmalin, it is officially an- 
nounced, while attempting to land arms 
and stores on the coast of Morocco, was 
intercepted by the Hassani, whereupon 
she opened fire.

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

HOUSE.—There was a great deal of 
activity among the leaders on both 

~Sides before the House met today, in 
anticipation of a very exciting debate 
over the Teller resolution, declaring 
the bonds of the United States payable 
in gold or silver,.at the option of the 
government, which those in control 
had decided to defeat before sundown 
tonight. The members on both sides 
were notified in advance, and the at- 
tendance was very large. The strug- 
gle opened immediately after the read- 
ing of the Journal, when Mr. Dingley 
(Rep.) of Maine, chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, reported 
back the resolution with the recom- 
mendation that it do not pass. 

Mr. Henderson of Iowa, one of the 
leaders of the majority, followed this 
by presenting the special order agreed 
on by the Committee on Rules, pro- 
viding for the immediate consideration 
of the resolution and a vote without in- 
tervening motion at 5 o’clock today. 
The rule was as follows: 

“Resolved, that immediately upon 
the adoption of this resolution, the 
House shall proceed to the considera- 
tion of the Senate concurrent resolu- 
tion No. 22, (the Teller resolution;) 
that general debate shall be had 
thereon until the hour of 5 o’clock, at 
which time, without any intervening 
motion, a vote shall be taken upon the 
passage of said resolution. General 
leave to print upon the subject of said 
resolution for five days from this date 
is hereby granted.” 

Mr. Henderson yielded a moment to 
Mr. Bailey, the Democratic leader, who 
said that while the minority strenu- 
ously opposed the undue limitation of 
the debate proposed by the rule, still, 
as his side desired as much time as 
possible for debate, they would. not 
consume on a roll call any of the time 
allowed. 

Mr. Wheeler (Dem.) of Alabama and 
Mr. de Armond (Dem.) of Missouri 
protested vigorously, however, and the 
latter said that if he had an opportu- 
nity he would propose a Cuban bellig- 
erency amendment. 

To this suggestion, Speaker Reed re- 
torted curtly that it would not be in 
order, and when Mr. de Armond ap- 
pealed to him not to decide the ques- 
tion hastily, the Speaker exclaimed: 
“That is not in order.”’ 

During. this colloquy there were evi- 
dences of disturbances and excitement 
on the Republican side, Mr. Johnson 
(Rep.) being the center. At last Mr. 
Johnson insisted upon asking a ques- 
tion of Mr. Henderson. He wanted to 
know with emphasis whether it was 
true that all the time was to be con- 
sumed by the members of the Ways 

/- and Means Committee. 

“Thereis no such proposition,” called 
out Mr. Dailzell (Rep.) of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Johnson did not subside and 

comtinued to protest, declaring loudly 
that he antagonized the rule if such 
Was the intention. He had a wordy 
War with Mr. Dingley, but in a tone 
that could mot be heard in the confu- 
sion. The Speaker cut off further inci- 
dent by putting the question, ani the 
rule was adopted by 143 to 115, the 
Democrats refraining from demanding 
@ roll-call. 
There followed a@ comtroversy over 
the division of time. To suggestions 
that time should be divided between 
Democrats, Populists and Republicans, 
Mr. Dingley retorted: “I was not aware 
there was any distinction betweem the 
Populists and Democrats as at present 
constituted.’ He said time would be 
equally divided between those for and 
against the resolution. 

Mr. Dimgley then opened the debate 
im opposition to the resolution. The 
Mending resolution, he said, was not 
one which, if passed by both houses, 
would have force. If passed, it would 
only be an expression of the two 
houses. 

“Ite importance, therefore,” contin- 
ued Mr. Dingley, “lies in the faci that 
if concurred in by the House, it would 
legitimately and inevitably be regarded 
not only here, but by the world, as the 
expression of the deliberate majority of 
the American people to their standard 
of honor and good faith in the dis- 
Charge not cnly of national, but aiso of 
Private obligations. 

“This resolution is presented for the 
purpose of securing an expression by 
Congress as to the power of the gov- 
cenent. either as to the payment of its 
Obligations or as to what may be de- 
Mared legal tender. No one 


that this or any other nation has the 
power to. pay in gold or silver or paper 
or copper, according to their pleasure. 
Payment cannot be enforced against a 
sovereign nation. Its obligations are 
measured by its own sense of henor 
and good faith. The intelligent selfish- 
ness of a. nation which is to live not 
simply for a generation, but for cca- 
turies, ought to lead it—and whenever 
a.netion is wisely governed, does lead 
it—to so scrupulously maintain its 


-| pledges in both letter amd spirit as to 


preserve its credit untarnished, and 
thereby not only make it possible to 
borrow at the lowest rate of interest, 
but also to make it edsy to obtain loans 
in exigencies,-which are sconer or later 
to come to every nation. Honor and 
credit are its title deed to permanence 
and prosperity. 

“The dishonor of the pening resolu- 
tion is its tail. That sting, well-nigh 
harmless twenty years ago, undcr con- 
ditions then existing, is doubly harm- 
ful under the conditions of today. The 
tail of this resolution is as follows: 
‘Silver coins are tenderable in payment 
of the begds of the United States, and 
this is not in violation of our faith or 
in derogation of the rights of the pub- 
lic creditor.’ 

The declarations of the movers and 
Supporters of this resolution in the 
Senate during its recent consideration 
in that body, throw a flood of light on 
what is meant now by the“craze’ to re- 
store the free coinage of silver. 

“This brings me,” proceeded Mr. 
Dingley. “to the consideration of the 
vital question as to whether the gov- 
ernment has the moral right; in other 
words, whether it would. be an act 
which the moral sense of the world 
would regard as in accordance with 
honor and good faith for the United 
States to pay its outstanding bonded 
indebtedness in dollars of so materially 
less value than the dollar which has 
been the practical standard of value 
since 1834, barring the war and recon- 
struction period, and. which. has been 
the legal and practical standard of 
value since 1879, and the dollar in 
which our bonded indebtedness has 
been paid thus far, paid by every ad- 
ministration from Lincoln to McKin- 
ley, to-wit, the dollar equal in value to 
25.8 grains of etandard gold. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“Bear in mind that we are discussing 
this question from the point of honor 
and good faith, and not from the point 
of power or technical legal rights, for IL 
have already said that the government 
can do asit pleases. More than three- 
fourths of the outstanding bonds were, 
as a matter of fact, issued and sold 
afier 1878, when the silver dollar.was 
dropped from the list of coins. Now, 
in view of these facts, would it be good 
faith for Congress, now that silver has 
so ,greatly depreciated, to restore its 
free and unlimited coinage at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, by this country alone, when 
the market ratio is 33 to 1, and then 
use such dollars to pay the bonds 
which we had sold for gold under such 
circumstances? I do not think it would. 

“I fear that many of you are resting 
on the expectation which you have 
that nothing of this kind will be done, 
and are excusing your vote for it on 
the unworthy idea that you are ‘play- 
ing politics.’ If so, @ beg of you not 
to trifle with the honor and good faith 
of the nation for any such miserable 
end; for, rest assured, euch an expres- 
sion of opinion as to the sense of honor 
of the people of this country, contem- 
plated by this resolution, under exisi- 
ing conditions, would seriously injure 
the credit of the country and tend to 
weaken reviving confidence. 

“It is, I believe, (as does every scien- 
tific bimetallist in the world outside of 
politics) that 16 to 1, free and unlim- 
ited silver, by this country would make 
the United States a silver monometal- 
lic country, like Mexico and China, and 
would give us a silver basis that would 
obetruct our trade with gold-standard 
countries that now take 90 per cent. of 
our exports, and prove a_ serious 
menace to our progress; and because lI 
believe that it would seriously injure 
our credit and standing as a nation, I 

peal to the gentlemen on this side 
| the House to maintain the pledge 
which the Republican party made at 
St. Louis to keep all our currency, 
whether silver or paper, a8 good as gold 
and preserve the public faith and 
eredit: and to the gentlemen on the 
other side to maintain the standard of 
value which Jackson’s administration 
gave the country sixty-four years ago, 
and the honor and good faith of the 
nation so carefully preserved by the 
father of the Democratic party, and to 
take the opportunity offered by the 
resolution now before the House to 
show the country and the world that 
the good name of the nation is safe in 
our hande.” [Prolonged Republican 
applause. ] 

After the outburst of applause, which 
greeted the close of Mr. Dingley's 
speech, had subsided, Mr. Bailey was 
recognized for an hour. He first yielded 
twenty minutes to Mr. Wheeler (Dem.) 
of Alabama, a member of the Ways 
and Means Committee, who submitted 
an argument in support of the resolu- 
tion. Before closing, Mr. Wheeler 
yielded a minute each to half a dozen 
members of the Democratic side, each 
of whom. as Mr. Cowherd (Dem.) of 
Missouri said, erected a hook on which 
to hang a speech in the Congressional 
Record. 

Mr. Dockery (Dem.) of Missouri de- 
clared that the efforts of the present 
Secretary of the Treasury! to more 
firmly establish the gold standard 
would vacate many seats on the Re- 
publican side. 

The appearance of Mr. Bland of 
Bland-dollar fame, to whom Mr. Bailey 
vielded ten minutes, was greeted with 
applause. The course of the President 
and Secretary Gage, Mr. Bland said, in 
pressing the gold standard upon the 
country, had driven the bimetallists in 
Congress to introduce and insist upon 
the passage of this resolution. Yet, he 
said, Mr. Dingley charged the minority 
with playing politics. Every Republican 
who voted against the resolution voted 
against the St. Louis platform and 
voted against the coinage of silver in 
any form. No one disputed the law, he 
said. No one denied it. Silver was a 
full legal-tender. But every Repub- 
lican vote against the resolution would 
declare that silver was -not fit to pay 
the public debt with. Silver would 
then, in truth, become subsidiary coin. 

Mr. Bland created great applause on 
the Democratic side by reading from 
the record the votes of Messrs. Hop- 
kins, Grosvenor and other prominent 
Republicans against the bill to pay 
the bonds of the United States in gold, 
which was voted upom in the last Con- 
gress at the time the last administra- 
tion negotiated the $260,000,000 lomn. Mr. 
Grosvenor, on that occasion, he said, 
had stated on the floor that he was glad 
to pay $16,000,000 for the privilege of 
paying ‘silver in redemption of the 
honds. 

Mr. Hopkins (Rep.). of Illinois said 
this resolution had clearly shown that 
the Senate was not @ Republican body, 
but was controlled by the free-silver 
element. By a decisive vote in the last 
election, the people had spoken against 
free and unlimited coinage of silver. 
And yet the Senate, no longer repre- 
senting the people, passed this resolu- 
tion in defiance and: misrepresentation 
of the public will... He commented on 
the unequal influence exerted .by the 
scantily-poepulated State ef Nevada and 
the great State of Illinois in shaping 
results in the Senate. 

Mr. Clayton (Dem.) of Alabama as- 
serted that the defeat of this resolution 
was dictated*by the masters of the Re- 
publican party, who gethered at a New 
York banquet table the other nicht, at 
$100 a plate, which meant in Alabama 
standards, that every man ate a bele 
of cotton and a couple of miles. 

Mr. Grosvenor (Rep.) of Ohio, in op-

Mr. Bailey yielded fourteen minutes 
to Mr. Beil (Pop.) of Colorado, and 
that gentleman parcelled the time out 
to the Populist members, giving .each 
of them a couple of minutes.

The vote 
on the Bailey amendment was first 
taken, resulting in its defeated by 5 to 
ll, as follows: 

Yeas—Messrs. Bailey, Wheeler, Rob- 
ertson, Swanson and McClellan, all 
Democrats. 

Nays—Messrs. Dingley, Dalzell, Hop- 
kins, Grosvenor, Russell, Dolliver, 
Steele, Johnson, Payne, Evans and 
Tawney, all Republicans. 

On the Payne motion, the previous 
vote was reversed, all the Republicans 
voting in the affirmative,’ and the 
Democrats in the negative. No amend- 
ments were proposed and no discussion 
indulged in as to the programme, as 
Chairman Dingley stated that he would 
depend on the action of the Rules Com- 
mittee.

SALES OF BONDS. 


January Transactions Beat All 
vious Becords.

NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—More than 
$90,000,000 of government, State and 
railroad bonds have been sold during 
this month, compared with $38,138,000 
for the same month last year. This is 
the highest monthly record in history.

NICARAGUA MUST KEEP ITS CON. 
TRACTS, 


This Government Will not Permit 1 
to Allow Dangerous Competition 
With the Maritime Canal Com. 
pany—So Snys Senator Morgan. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—A dispatch te 
the Herald from Washington says that 
if the Nicaraguan government should 
contract with a foreign syndicate for 
the construction of a railroad and 
steamship liné across its territory, such 
action would, the authorities say, ' be 
in violation of the terms of the con- 
cession granted to the Maritime Cana) 
Company and would probably be re. 
sented by the United States. 

Article five of the concession to the 
Maritime Company provides that “the © 
State binds itself not to make any 
subsequent concessions for the opening 
of a canal between the two oceans dur- 
ing the terms of the present concésston 
(ninety-niné years,) and also to abstain 
from granting a concession for a raii- 
road, such as might compete with the 
canal fortransportation of merchandise, 
during the same period; but nothing 
in this article shall prevent the govern- 
ment of Nicaragua from constructing 
or permitting the constructin of such 
railways as it may deem advisable’ for 
commerce’ and international traffic.” 

Friends of the néw canal say: the 
first poftion of this article ‘shows 
clearly ‘that Nicaragua has not the 
right to make any concession, as the 
Herald reported this morning.

SALINAS, Jan. 31.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Cattle in the southern end of 
Monterey county are suffering terribly 
from lack of feed. There has not been 
enough rain to start green feed, and 
the result is that many cattle are daily 
dying from exhaustion. 

A few days ago, twelve tarloads of 
cattle belonging to Henry § Miller, 
passed through here en route to Miller's 
ranch, near Gilroy, where they will be 
fed on beet pulp. When the train 
reached Castroville, about twenty were 
all that were able to stand. The others 
were all lying on the bottom of the 
cars.

RELIGIOUS DIFFERENCES. 


Superior Court Has No Jurisdiction 
Over Church Squabbles. 
[ASSOUIA'TED I’RESS DAY REPORT.] 

STOCKTON, Jan. 31.—The Superjor 
Court this morning dismissed the case 
of the Third Baptist Church against 
F. C. Goodman, pastor of the Second 
Baptist Church, thereby sustaining the 
demurrer of the defendant, on the 
ground that the court hed no jurisdic- 
tion relating to religious differences 
between churches. 

The action was brought by W. A. 
Brinkly, pastor of the Third Baptist 
Church (colored,) and in the complaint 
he demanded damages and prayed that 
the rival church be closed up on an or- 
der of the court on the grounds of “ec- 
clesiasticc] outlawry.” Pastor Brinkly 
was the attorney for the plaintiffs, he 
having recenily been granted a license 
to practice law. All through his com- 
phaint, he had cited verses in the Bible 
in support of his allegations. In ‘his de- 
cision, which was quite lengthy, Judge 
Budd declared that the court had no 
jurisdiction to either close up the rival 
church, revoke the clerical. license of 
the pastor, or that it had any jurisdic- 
tion whatsoever. Among other things, 
the decision contained the following: 

“The principles stated in the corm- 
plaint, as those which should govern 
Christians. in their intercourse with 
each other, and govern the members of 
one church in their intercourse with 
the members of another church, are 
most commendable; but the ordinary 
court of justice cannot interfere with 
eny deflection from the rules indicated 
by such principles; that must be heard 
ai. determined by ecclesiastical tribu- 
nals established by churches or by an 
association of churches for that pur- 
pose, and ultimately by a tribunal much 
higher than any earthly tribunal.” 

It was the most novel-suit of the kind 
ever brought in this State.

“BERING SEA SEAL. 


Prof. Jordan Makes Another Report 
on His Investigation. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
STANFORD UNIVERSITY, Jan. 3i., 


—The second preliminary report of the 


Bering Sea fur seal investigation, con- 
ducted by the commission, of ‘which 
David Siarr Jordan was president, was 
issued today. In his letter to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, Dr. Jordan 
gays: 

“TI have the honor to submit here- 
with a second brief preliminary report 
on the work of\the Bering Sea fur 
geal investigation commission for the 
season of 1897. This will be followed 
in the course of the coming year by a 
final report, monographic in character, 
which will take up in detail all phases 


.of the fur seal question. The most im- 


portant part of this work of 1897 has 
been to ascertain by a duplication of 
the census of 1896, the changes that 
have taken place on the rookeries of 
St. Paul-and St.-George Islands and to 
- “The sole cause of the decline of the 
fur seal herd,” says the report, “is 
fownd in pelagic sealing. This conclu- 
gion was reached last year, and a re- 


consideration of all of the questions in- 
volved gives no reason to alter or 
modify it. The investigation of the 
season of 1897 only strengthens it. 
Pelagic sealing involves the indiscrim- 
inate killing of males and females, the 
latter forming at all times the greater 
part of the plegaric catch. We take 
into account the loss of the herd 
through cld age and the small per- 
centage of the young that survive to 
breeding age, we find the margin of in- 
crease in the herd to be very small.” 


BROWN GETS A CHANCR. 


He Will Endenvor to Show That 
Expulsion is Unfair.

Colville Indinn Reservation Not Sub- 
jected to Federal Control.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 31.—The 
doubt hitherto existing as to whether 
criminal cases arising in what is known 
as ‘the north half of the Colville Indian 
Reservation, in this State, came under 
Federal or State jurisdiction, was set- 
tled today by United States District 
Judge Hanford, who ordered Antone 
Mishel, an Indian accused of assaulting 
another Indian, released on a writ of 
habeas corpus, and turned over to the 
Sheriff of Stevens county.

Troutt today gave judgment for the 
Plaintiff in the suit of Chardes Ulrich 
against J. Lon Hallett to rescind a 
contract by which Hallett secured the 
Pacific Coast rights to Ulrich’s Chinese 
play, ‘““A Celestial Maiden,” now play- 
ing in the East and Northwest.

Subsequently UI- 
rich discovered that instead of being 
what he claimed, Hallett was in fact 
only a press agent for the Oakland 
theater. 

The court held that the contract was 
not only defective by reason of the mis- 
representationg of the defendant, but 
because no proper consideration ws 
given. The right to use conryvrighted 
works could only be secured by giving 
substantial consideration, which was 
not the cage in the action in question.

Hart of the Superior Court today ren- 
dered a decision in a habeas corpus 
caze, the effect of which is to abolish 
the Police Court office of Sacramento, 
the Judge holding that under the law 
and the new charter there is no war- 
rant for the existence of such court.

OVER THE CANAL ROUTE. 


Engineering Party Starts Eastward 
from Corinto. 
[ASSOCIATED I°RESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 31.—The 
steamer San Blase, which arrived here 
today, carried from Panama a party of 
Chicago and New York engineers sent 
out in the interest of Chicago capital- 
ists to make un estimate of the cost of 
completing the Nicaragua Canal. The 
engineers landed at Corinto, from 
which place they intended to follow the 
line of the canal to Greytown. 

Coffee shipments by way of Panama 
to New York began on the down trip 
of the San Blas, and the steamer car- 
ried about 15,000 sacks. Her present 
cargo consists of 5000 sacks. 

While the San Blas was at Panama 
a& rumor was current that the Pacic 
Steam Navigation Company of Chile 
was about to extend its operations 
along the coast to Ensenada, and ulti- 
mately to San Francisco. The Chilean 
line is going into strong competition 
with the Hamburg-American line, 
which has long enjoyed most of the 
passenger and coffee trade. 


ANOTHER STATE SCANDAL, 


Payment of Bribes to Harbor Com- 
mission Alleged. .

SAN FRANCISCO. Jan. 31.—The pay- 
ment of bribes to Harbor Commissioner 
Colnon was charged today in the Su- 
perior Court in the case of Samuel C., 
Irving against the Board of State Har- 
bor Commissioners. It was alleged that 
Darby, Laydon & Co., who have re- 
ceived contracts from the board, gave 
Colnon money. The books of that firm 
were examined, as it was stated that 
they would support the assertion. No 
proof was discovered concerning Col- 
non, but entries as to the payment of 
cash to William Patterson, who was 
the board’s superintendent of repairs 
until last year, were found. 

John. A. Towntey, a former book- 
keeper for Darby, Laydon & Co., was 
the witness who pointed to these en- 
tries, and searched for others’ that 
might implicate members of the board. 
He will take the stand ‘again tomorrow. 


STUCK TO HIS POST. 


Engineer Bradley Brings a De- 
railed Engine to a Stop. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
OAKLAND, Jan. 31.—The Visalia ex- 
press, which leaves Oakland ai 2:36 
o'clock, today was partly wrecked one 
mile west of Sunol this afternoon. The 
engine, and tender were badly smashed, 
and the track torn up. The train had 
just emerged from the Niles Cafion to 
the straight piece of track leading into 
Sunol amd was making @ hifb rate of 
speed. Suddenly the tender left the 
track and slid along over the ties for

Heir to Millions. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 31.—A story 
was published today to the effect that 
an estate aggregating many millions in 
value located in the city Sf Philadelphia 
and elsewhere in the East, had been 
awarded to ninety heirs of an English 
family, among whom were George W. 
Baker and E. Percival Baker of this 
city. A Supreme Court decision is said 
to have established the title of the 
claimants. No direct information re- 
garding such a decision or such a case 
has been received, and G. W. Baker, 
who is a well-known attorney, said to- 
night that he knew nothing of his re- 
ported good fortune. His brother Per- 
cival. however, insists that he is one of 
the heirs. 


Sacramento’s New Police Chief. 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 31.—The City 
Board of Trustees tonight unanimously 
confirmed the nomination by Mayor 
Land of Thomas Dwyer for Chief of 
Police, vice M. L. Drew, term ex- 
pired. The confirmation was received 
with loud applause by the spectators, 
Dwyer being a very popular young 
man and it being the generol opinion 
that he will make a very efficient 
Chief. The appointment of R. W. Ash 
for police captain was refused con- 
firmation. James Touhey’s nomination 
for Superintendent of Streets was also 
unanimously confirmed. 


Jury Panel Exhaused. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 31.—Two 
more jurors were secured today to try 
Theodore Figel for the murder of Is2ac 
Hoffman, making seven thus far se- 
cured. The new jurors are R. V. Gros- 
key, ex-deputy County Clerk, and 
Henry Larsen, a teacher of music. The 
regular panel has been exhausted and 
Judge Cook has ordered a venire of 150 
names to be drawn, returnable in court 
tcrmorrow morning. Sheriff Whelan de- 
tailed twelve freputies to make personal 
service of the summons and to guard 
against delay of the trial. 


Farmer Dics Suddenly. 


STOCKTON, Jan. 31.—U. J. Munsen, 
a well-known rancher living about five 
miles this side of Ripon, was found 
dead in his stable this evening, within 
ten minutes of the time he was talking 
to his wife in the house. The body was 
found in the straw pen, and it was 
evident that he had been pitching 
straw from the mow. There was no 
mark on the body, and his family are 
of the opinion that death was caused 
by a stroke of apoplexy. 


Burned to Death, 


PETALUMA, Jan. 31.—News has just 
reached here that Mrs. Anna Cahil was 
burned to death last evening while pre- 
paring supper.

The third week of the big strike of 
the New Bedford cotton-mill employés 
began with affairs in relatively the 
same position as at the outset. It is 
thought that the exodus of the mill- 
hands will continue this week.

“HARRITY NOT REMOVED. 


Jones, of the Democratic National 
Committee, Corrects a Statement.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.~Chairman 
Jones of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee says there is no truth in the 
statement that he removed William F. 
Harrity and substituted the man desig- 
nated by the Pennsylvania Democratic 
State Committee as his successor. Mr. 
Jones says that Chairman Garman of 
the Pennsylvania committee and a

IN ICE KING’S CLUTCH. 


PROVISIONS FOR STARVING NEW- 
FOUNDLANDERS TIED UP. 


Hundreds of Men, Women and Chil- 
dren Perishing from Starvation 
While Vessels Remain Tied Up 
in Sight of Shore. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 


NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—The Red 
Cross-line steamship Portia arrived to- 
day, four days overdue, from St. Johns, 
N. F., and Halifax, after a desperate 
encounter with pack ice off the New- 
foundland coast and with a harrowing 
tale of blizzards and ‘destitution in the 
coast section of that country. Hun- 
dreds of men, women and children, 
dead or dying from exposure and star- 
vation, with abundance close by, and 
hundreds more threatened with a like 
fate, are the conditions reported by the 
Portia. 

The Portia was penned in a huge 
Arctic floe in plain sight of St. John’s, 
unable to move. She managed to es- 
cape by the merest accident. Many 
other craft, several of them relief ves- 
sels sent by the Canadian government 
to succor destitute fishermen, had to 
abandon their errands of mercy and re- 
turn to St. John’s, where they were 
still in the ice when the Portia strug- 
gled into clear water. 

Close to where the Portia lay, the big 
steamship Virginia was locked tight. 
She had been sent north by the Cana- 
dian government with food for the 
starving fishermen, but a_ short dis- 
tance up the coast she found the route 
securely blocked and was forced to re- 
turn to port to prevent being ice- 
bound all winter. Before her depar- 
ture, news had reached St. John’s that 
unless assistance was promptly dis- 
patched, the unfortunate inhabitants 
would be beyond relief. Among the 
detained fleet at St. John’s were a 
dozen or more sailing vessels, loaded 
with codfish for England and Brazil. 

The city of St. John’s was in a terri- 
ble condition on account of the bliz- 
zard. The streets were rendered im- 
passable, the railroads suspended work 
and the poor were suffering through 
hunger and cold. Prices of food had 
advanced until they were beyond the 
reach of the poor. 

When the Portia was working her 
way out to sea, she was closely fol- 
lewed by the bark Flora, and these two 
vessels were the only ones that suc- 
ceeded in leaving St. John’s. Several 
miles off shore, the Portia passed the 
steamer Grandland, fast in the ice and 
in a perilous condition. 

The steamer Virginia was released 
from her perilous position after the de- 
parture of the Portia from St. John’s, 
and the position of the rest of the dis- 
tressed fleet has been reported by tele- 
grapb to be relieved. 


INTERNATIONAL CASE. 


Foreign Governments May Ask 
Damages if Martin is Convicted. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WILKESBARRE (Pa.,) Jan. 31.— 
Hon. Henry M. Hoyt, Deputy Attor- 
ney-General of the United States, ar- 
rived here from Harrisburg today to 
be in attendance at the trial of Sher- 
iff; Martin and his deputies, which be- 
gins tomorrow. In sending Hoyt to at- 
tend the trial, the United States gov- 
ernment has only one object in view, 
namely; to protect itself in case a for- 
eign government file claims for dam- 
age for the killing of their subjects at 
Latimer. 

Austria has already made a move in 
that direction, and it is understood 
that if the verdict is against Sheriff 
Martin and his deputies, Germany and 
Italy will file claims at once. It is 
reported that each of these govern- 
ments will have a representative from 
their legations at Washington at the 
trial. 

Secretary Sherman having received 
notice of this, decided to have the na- 
tional government represented at the 
trial. It is expected that the whole of 
tomorrow will be consumed in selecting 
a jury. 


SNOW AT NEW YORK. 


Trains . Delayed—Predictions 
Regular Blizzard, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—Since 3 o’clock 
this morning snow has been falling in 
this city and ‘vicinity, and tonight a 
west wind and falling 'temperature call 
forth many predictions of a blizzard. 
Trains and railways terminating in 
Greater New York and Jersey: City 
were delayed by the storm, but not to 
any great extent. The storm started 
like the blizzard of March 12, 1888, that 
tied up traffic in this city for several 
days.

NO FALSE PRETENSES. 


THE ASSOCIATED PRESS WINS A 
VICTORY IN LONDON. 


News Concerns Perpetually En- 
joined from Using That Title in 
Their Operations—Relic of the 
Days of the United Press. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Jan. 31.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] About one year ago the United 
Press, a news organization which has 
since discontinued business and gone 
into the hands of an assignee, placed 
signs upon its quarters in London, using 
the name “Associated Press” in @ manh- 
ner calculated to convey the impression 
that it was the headquarters of the 
Associated Press. One of the signs was 
the “United Associated Press.” At the 
same time companies were incorporated 
in England under the title of “The As- 
sociated Press of America,” and “The 
Western Associated Press.’”’ Since the 
collapse of the United Press, another 
news concern has retained the quarters 
and signs formerly used by the United 
Press. This created confusion in the 
public mind, and the Associated Press 
filed a bill for an injunction to restrain 
all parties from using the name of “As- 
sociated Press.” 

Justice Sterling, Saturday last, 
framed an injunction perpetually re- 
straining the United Press, either alone 
or in combination, from using any name 
calculated to lead to the belief that 
the United Press was the same as the 
Associated Press. The concern is like- 
wise restrained from in any manner 
representing itself as being in any way 
connected with the Associated Press, 
and from promoting any company in 
which the words “The Associated 
Press” form a distinct part. 

The court also assessed the costs 
against the United Press. The effect 
of the decision is that no one other 
than the Associated Press can use the 
name of the Associated Press in Great 
Britain, or any name that could be mis- 
taken for it. 


Mark Twain’s Yell. 


[Nashville Banner:] Mark Twain, 
when starring on a tour round the 
world, told an interviewer at Winnipeg 
how he often felt a desire to “‘cut loose” 
from civilization and to get away by 
himself, where he could run and yell 
to his heart's content. In this connec- 
tion there is a story about the humor- 
ist and Canon Kingsley.. Walking along 
the streets one day Mark felt the im- 
pulse to yell coming on him with irre- 
sistible force, and said ‘to Kingsley: 
“T want to yell: I must yell.”” The canon 


said: “All right: away; don't 
mind.” “And with that,” said Mark, 
“T stepped back a few steps, and, 


throwing my arms above my head, let 
out a war whoop that could be heard 
for miles, and in less time than you 
could count ten Canon Kingsley and 
myself were surrounded by a multitude 
of anxious citizens, who wanted to knéw 
what was the matter. I told them 
nothing was the matter; I just wanted 
to yell, and had yelled.”

CAPT. RAY MAKES REPORT 
FROM THE KLONDIKE. 


That No One He 
lowed to Go There Except With 
Two Years’ Food, 


NO NEW PLACER DISCOVERIES. 


RELIEF EXPEDITION TO LEAVE 
FOR THE YUKON TODAY. 


Canadian Pacific Will Not Assist. to 
Make KRates—Sixty Men to Go 
Direct from New York—An- 
other Big Strike Reported. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMFS.1 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Capt. P. H. Ray, the 
Highth Infantry army officer sent to 
the Yukon region to investigate the 
condition of the miners there, has at 
last been heard from. 

His official reports, a synopsis of 
which was received by telegraph to- 
night by Adjt.-Gen. Samuel Breck 
front Gen. Merriam, commanding the 
Department of the Columbia, confirm 
the stories of robbery of food caches 
and the complete bursting of the gold 
bubble. To intending gold-seekers 
who are moking preparations to go 
to the Klondike, the most important 
statement made by Capt. Ray in his 
report is that no new gold placers 
have been discovered in eight months. 
To the humanitarian, interest and 
sympathy will be felt for the im- 
provident miners who afe starving in 
the Yukon region. 

Capt. Ray’s reports are dated No- 
vember 2 and 3. They were brought 
to Seattle by special courier E. H. 
Wells, who started for Washington 
this morning to deliver them in per- 
son to the Secretary of War. The 
department, upon being informed by 
Wells that he was en route to this 
city, telegraphed to Gen. Merriam to 
catch Wells and telegraph a synopsis 
of Capt. Ray's reports. Gen. Mer- 
riam was successful in obeying orders’ 
sent him, as shown by his telegram 
sent to Gen. Breck tonight. 

Courier Wells brought several pack- 
ages and letters from Capt. P. H. 
Ray. The latest are dated November 
2 and 3. He recommends that steps 
be taken to check the immigration of 
persons not supplied with food suffi- 
cient to last at least two years. There 
is no way for a man to earn a living 
in the Yukon region. No new placefs 
have been discovered in eight months. 
There is no employment for any large 
number of people. Capt. Ray thinks 
that only a small percentage of aill 
people who have entered the new 
country during the past year have 
earned their living. Hundreds are 
scattered along the Yukon without 
money, food or clothing. Any steps 
which may be taken to prevent peo- 
ple from going to Alaska, Capt. Ray 
thinks, will be an act of -harity. The 
lawless element is banding together 
along the river for robbery. Capt. 
Ray reports the attempted robbery of 
food caches. He recommends a sur- 
vey by Cook’s Inlet to the interior for 
an American road. 

The action of the department in 
telegraphing to Gen. Merriam to learn 
the contents of Capt. Ray’s reports 
was based upon its desire to have that 
officer inform himself as to whether 
there is any special need for haste on 
the part of the relief expedition which 
will leave Seattle for Alaska tomor- 
row. One of the department officials 
strongly recommended that the relief 
expeditions be abandoned, his recom- 
mendation being based upon letters 
received from private individuals 
who represented that they had just 
region, and 
that there was ample food for all. 
miners there. 

When the recommendation was 
brought to the attention of Secretary 
Alger at his home, that official ex. 
pressed the conviction that the reports 
were untrue, and gave orders that the 
work of expediting the departure of 
the relief expedition should proceed 
without delay. His orders have bten 
obeyed, and the expedition which wil! 
lave tomorrow will be well-equipped 
to provide relief. It will be in com- 
mand of Gen. Merriam, who will ac- 
company it as far as Lynn Canal. 
The expedition will convey 150 tons 
of,supplies to the Yukon region, pack 
animals being employed to carry the 
food. It is expected that Chilcoot 
Pass will be the route taken by the 
party. Later in the winter, when the 
tive hundred reindeer which have been 
purchased in Norway have arrived at 
Seattle, it is probable a second ex- 
pedition will be formed. 

The officials of the department are 
inclined to believe that the. reports 
stating that sufficient food is in pos- 
session of the miners have been 
started by merchants desirous of get- 
ting their goods into the Yukon re- 
gion and selling them to the miners 
at an enormous profit. 

CANADIAN PACIFIC SCORES. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.? 

CHICAGO, Jan. 31.—After all the talk 
that has been made over the meeting 
of the western roads to be held to-" 
morrow for the purpase of consider- 
ing rates and arrangements for Alaska 
business, the Canadian Pacific has an- 
nounced that it will not be represented 
at the meeting. It declared today that 
all the demoralization that exists in 
the Klondike business is the fault of 
the large and unauthorized commis- 
sions that are being paid by the west- 
ern roads, and the low rates made by 
those lines and their @astern connec- 
tions. There ,is no necessity for a 
meeting, according to the Canadian 
Pacific, and it declared plainly that if 
the western roads would change their 
tactics ther would be no trouble over 
the rates to Alaska. 

The transcontinental passenger of- 
ficers report the heaviest business’ they 
have known for many years in the 
absence of any special attraction on the 
to draw the crowds.

MAJ. RUCKER’S PLANS. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.--The War 
Department has received advices from 
its agent at Dyea, Maj. L. H. Rucker, 
Fourth Cavalry. He reports at length 
upon the plans he has prepared for the 
relief parties to be sent out by the gov- 
ernment. He says that it will require 
115 mules and 130 Juneay sleds to 
trangport 120 tons of eupplies into Lake 
Lebarge ready to send down the Yu- 
kon River to Dawson when the ice will 
permit. He proposes to divide the 
route into three sections. The major 
has worked out all of the details of the 
expedition, but while submftting them 
according to his instructions he adds 
that he recommends etrongly that the 
government contract with one of the 
railway companies to take in the sup- 
plies. One at least of these roads will 
be open by the time supplies reach 
Dawson City, he says, and he inclases 
an offer from one crossing the Chilcoot 
Pass to take in 150 tons of supplies or 
more for 16% cents per pound, deliv- 
ered at LakeeLindeman. 

CAPT. RAY REPORTS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—A telegram 
was received at the War Department 
todey from E. H. Welis, a newspaper 
man who has just arrived at Seattle 
from the Klondike, saying that he has 
with him the long-expected report from 
Capt. Ray to the Secretary of War, 
which he was charged to place in the 
hands of the Secretary himself. Capt. 
Ray was at Fort Yukon when he sent 
his report December 20 last. 

Inasmuch as the department officials 
who are charged with the preparations

The general has 
been instructed to open the report and 
telegraph such points as may be nec- 
essary for the information of the de- 
partment.

RUSSIA MEANS WAR. 


STARTLING ADVICES TO A LON- 
DON NEWSPAPER. 


Uniess England Acquitesees in the 
Far Exestern Policy Outbreak of 
Hostilities is Imminent. 


REVOLT IN INDIA PROMISED. 


CZAR WOLLD MASS FORCES ON 
THE AFGHAN FRONTIER. 


Interviews With an Admiral and a’ 


Diplomat—Powers Said to Be 
Unanimous in Keeping Chi- 
nese Ports Closed. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from London says: 

“There is a startling dispatch in the 
Daily Telegraph.today from St. Pe- 
tersburg. This paper’s correspondent 
there has interviews with a Russian 
admiral, now chief of a squadron, and 
with an eminent Ruesian diplomatist. 
Their declarations, therefore, if true, 
have semi-official .weight. Practically, 
the declarations the dispatch contains 
amount to a menace on the part of 
Russia toward England, and unless 
England chooses to acquiesce in the 
policy being pursued by Russia in the 


Far East, war is inevitable. If this 
dispatch is not a fake, Russia has 
thrown down the gage. The dis 


patch is: 

“‘ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 29.— 
I have had a conversation with a Rus- 
sian admiral, who has been appointed 
to the post of chief of a squadron, 
concerning the situatiébn in’ the Far 
East. This officer, in the course of his 
remarks, said: “Nearly the whole of 
the marine forces of Russia will be 
dispatched to the Far East, for it is 
necessary for Russia to place herself 
in a position of naval strength in Chi- 
nese waters equal to that of Great 
Britain. Russia will not permit the 
opening of a new port, either at Port 
Arthur or at Talien. We shall soon 
see that Germany will say the same 
thing with regard to Kiaochau and the 
Bay of Sameah, while France will pre- 
vent the opening of the Siam Gulf and 
Nankin as free ports. Russia, France 
and Germany will permit no European 
power to carry out any such attempt 
against their interests, upon the pre- 
text of encouraging Chino-European 
trade, for under that condition the 
power in question would become the 
real mistress of China, directihg both 
her politics and her finances. 

“‘T also called upon a celebrated 
Russian diplomatist who said: “The 
conditions of the loan of £12,000,000 
which Great Britain has offered to the 
Chinese government, are directed prin- 
cipally against the interests of Russia 
and France, and for this reason our 
Ambassador at Peking will, together 
with his French colleague, struggle to 
prevent China from accepting the Brit- 
ish overtures. By the opening of Ta- 
lien-Wan as a free port, the value of 
Port Arthur as @ naval station would 
be diminished. In the spring Great 
Britain will no longer occupy herself 
with the Chinese question, and will 
certainly not take the offensive, find- 
ing, as she will, the necessity of de- 
voting her strength and her energy to 
India, where a revolt infinitely more 
serious than the Sepoy mutiny is about 
to break out. There Russia will be able 
without difficulty to penetrate through 
Afghanistan and the Pamirs to the In- 
dian possessions of Great Britain, to 
whom she will dictate terms. We have 
enough troops and well-fortified fron- 
tiers, with outposts well connected in 
the rear with our reserves by railways 
and telegraphs, and we could, in the 
course of a few days, place upon the 
Afghan frontier an army of 100,000 men. 
You perceive that all the chances are 
on our side, and we do not fear the 
threats of Engiand.”’” 

NO ANGLO-JAP ALLIANCE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


LONDON, Jan. 31.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] It is announced on the best au- 
thority that the talk of an Anglo-Japa- 
nese plan of campaign in certain even- 
tualities is unfounded. No such matter 
has occupied the attention of statesmen 
of the two countries, and no agreement 
exists between England and Japan ex- 
cept the common desire to secure the 
free development of trade in Chima. 

As regards Port Arthur, the Russian 
fleet, according to the same authority, 
is only there for winter quarters, and 
the statements as to a Russian occumpa- 
tion are unfounded. China is willing 
that the English warships should an- 
Qnor there if require. 

PORT ARTHUR DESERTED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, Feb. 1.—The Shanghai cor- 
respéndent of the Daily Mail says a 
dispatch has been received there from 
Port Arthur asserting that no British 
vessels remain in the harbor and that 
the Iphigenia and the Daphne left a 

week ago. 
RUSSIA RUSHING TROOPS. 
[ASSOCIATED VRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 31.—The 
Russian military cruiser Saratoff, be- 
lcenging to the volunteer fleet, with 
twelve quick-firing guns and 1600 troops 
on board, passed the Bosphorus yester- 
day on her way to Viadivostock. 

According to a dispatch to the Lon- 
don Times from Odessa, cabled to the 
Associated Press laet night, the Russian 
volunteer fleet will convey in the quick- 
wst time practicable more than 10,000 
Russian troops to the Far Bast. It 
was added that the first cruiser, with 
2000 men, would leave within a few 
days. It is probable that the first 
cruiser was the Saratoff. 

ON THE SAME TERMS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.}]

WARSHIP FOR SAMOA. 


NATIVES TO BE TAUGHT RESPECT: 
FOR THE AMERICAN FLAG. 


An American Missionary Insulted 
and Taunted With the Fact That 
His Government Did not Protect 
Him—It Will Now Do So. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


NEW. YORK, Jan. 31.—The American 
flag will soon be displayed in Samoan 
waters by a man-of-war, says the Her- 
ald’s Washington correspondent. The 
vessel will be the Mohican, which has 
been converted into a training ship. 
Since the arrival in Washington of 
Former Consul-General Churchill, the 
President and Assistant Secretary of 
State Day have become convinced that 
American interests demand that a 
man-of-war shall soon visit Samoa. 
Mr. Churchill has told them that the 
natives have no respect for the Ameri- 
can government becanse it has never 
sent a man-of-war to support any 
steps for the protection of American in- 
teresis that its representatives in Apia 
might make. 

Mr. Claurchill reported an insult to a 
man from Arizona, who had established 
a mission near Apia. He demanded 
satisfaction, but the natives laughed at 
him, and upon subsequent occasions 
when he attempted to get satisfaction 
for some wrong committed they 
taunted him with’ the outrage com- 
mitted upon the mission and the fur- 
ther fact that he had received no sup- 
port from ‘his government in the stand 
he had taken. 

The natives have quite a different 
feeling for the British and German 
governments. Each of these govern- 
ments keeps one and sometimes two 
crutsers in Samoan waters. 

The last American warship to visit 
Apia was the Alliance, which dropped 
anchor in the harbor in 1893. 

Upon the arrival of the Mohican in 
Samoan waters it is expected that her 
commanding officer, Commander G. M. 


Book, will confer with Consul-General 


Osborne in regard to the steps to be 
taken to create a deeper respect among 
the natives for the Ameriean flag. 

As a result of the representations 
that have been made by Former Con- 
sul-General Churchill, the administra- 
tion may enter into negotiations with 
the London and Berlin governments 
looking to the amendment of the tri- 
partite treaty under which Samoa is 
governed. In the first place, Mr. 
Churchill thinks the salaries of the 
chief justice and other officers ap- 
pointed by the three governments in 
Samoa gre too high, and these may be 
scaled down. 

There is no intention on the part of 
the administration to abandon the in- 
terest of this government in Samoa, 
and Mr. Churchill does not recommend 
it, although he says the only reason 
why this government should continue 
its hold upon the islands is because it 
is morally bound tto do so by the course 

ursued in the past. Mr. Churchill 

tates that if the United States should 
withdraw from the Samoan Islands 
they would be divided up by Germany 
and Greet Britain. 


RECEIVERSHIP TERMINATES. 


Union Pacific Now Under Its New 
Management. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

OMAHA, Jan. 31.—On and after mid- 
night of January 31, 1898, according to 
the circular issued by the receivers of 
the Union Pacific, the receivership ter- 
minetes. In a formal notice to all em- 
ployés that the receivers have turned 
the property over to the new company, 
according to a circular issued by Pres- 
ident Burt, under date of February 1, 
the official roster of the new company 
is given out. Only two changes are 
made in the list of names, that have 
been familiar to all having dealings 
with the overland route during the 
time since S. H. H. Clarke succeeded 
Charles Francis Adams as president. 

Edward Dickinson remains general 
manager, despite the many rumors of 
his intended withdrawal. John A. Mun- 
roe, freight traffic manager: Edward L. 
Lomax, general passenger agent; John 
Bb. Berry, chief engineer (to succeed 
George H. Pegram, resigned,) and John 
W, Griffith, purchasing agent, are the 
appointees. 

General Manager Dickinson 
nounces as the head of his 
staff, E. Buckingham, superin- 
tendent of transportation. He has 
heretofore been superintendent of car 
service only. All other superintendents 
and chiefs of departments are retained 
until further notice. There are many 
rumors of impending changes, but in- 
vestigation shows that so far the dis- 
missal of a score of clerks from the 
several departments of headquarters is 
the only outward sign of retrenchment. 


-EDISON’S AIRSHIP. 


It Actually Flew, and the Inventors 
Could Steer It. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NDW YORK, Jan. 31.—Tihomas A. 
Edison, Jr., is experimenting with an 
airship which he believes will be suc- 
cessful. The ship is the invention of 
Frank Sauther of Milwaukee, Wis., but 
Edison hit by accident upon a gas 
which he believes is the only thing re- 
quired to make the ship a practical 
thing. Sails were substituted instead 
of any propelling power. Edison says: 

“It was at this point that I conceived 
the really new principle. It struck me 
that it would be a good idea‘to inflate 
the sails with gas, thus making them 
serve as balloons, as well as supplying 
the sailing power. It would not do to 
make baggy balloons of the sails, so 
they were divided into numerous com- 
partments, which, when inflated, re- 
sembled water bags. .The tubes run- 
ning to the balloons were tapped into a 
place to supply gas for the main sail,

and rubber tubes carried gas to the 
two jibs. The compartments of the 
main sail were connected by narrow 


openings, the gas thus flowing freely 
through the entire sail. 

“A*rudder completed the airship. 
After many failures, we were success- 
ful. The ship actually flew, and we 
gucceeded in steering it. I believe that 
the inflated-sail idea is the one that is 
going to solve the aerial-navigation

NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—Dr. Sanchez 
Agramont, surgeon-general in the 
Cuban insurgent army, has just arrived 
froon Europe, bringing $40,000 raised 
in Paris for the Cuban cause. 

Dr. Agramonte says that popular 
sentiment in France is strong in favor 
of success for the Cubans. 

“Among pecole of all classes,” he 
said, “there is a desire that Cuba be 
freed. The Fremch government is re- 
strained from taking any action in 
favor of Cuba by the French interest in 
Spanish bonds. 

“A part of my mission abroad was to 
place before the Red Cross societies of 
the different nations the manner in 
which our sick and wounded have been 
treated in Cuba. I sent a manifesto to 
the Red Cross congress in Vienna, and 
talked with promiment physicians and 
officials with a view to induce France 
and other nations to bring pressure to 
bear upon Spain to recognize our Red 
Cross organization im Cuba. All that 
we want is to have our wounded treated 
like those of other nations.” 

Dr. Agramonte said that in this mat- 
ter he had been promised the aid of 
persons of influence, but he did not 
know whether Spain would grant their 
request or not.

‘The 
reasons which he gives for granting 
the preliminary, injunction are vir- 
tually unanswerable, and will nat- 
urally Jead tothe perpetuation 
the temporary injunction. ‘Incident- 
ally, in passing, it may be noted that 
this is a case in which. “government 
by injunction” will operate directly 
and undeniably to the benefit and pro- 
tection of the public at large. 

The vital points of the questions at 
issue, aS summarized by Judge Mor- 
row, were

The claim was’ set up in behalf of 
the Coal Dealers’ Association that «it 
is merely a beneficial organization, de- 
signed to protect the ccal dealers and 
the public against dishonest iaethods. 
On this point. Judge Morrow says: 
“All this:amay. be true, but it is 
clear that the-power of the association 


extends much, further, and. that it has 


another purposé, Tt éstablishes ‘arbi- 
trary rates for coal, from whici# the 
dealer is not. permitted to deviate in 
any particular. It stifles all ¢ompeti- 
tion between retail dealers, restricts 
trade within prescribed limits and es- 
tablishes a monopoly of the most 
odious character in an article of daily 
consumption and prime necessity.” 
All this is undoubtedly true. The 
people of San Francisco in particular, 
and of the State.in general, are for- 
tunate in having this matter brought 
to the attention of the courts, and be- 
fore. an upright judge, who-does not 
hesitate in the face of duty. Judge 
Morrow finds that the maintenance of 
the Coal Dealers’ Association; or trust, 
is plainly and directly in Violation of 
the law enagted by Congress July 2, 
1890, otherwise’: known as the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. The action . of 
Judge Morrow will, without much 
doubt, result in the enforced dissolu- 
tion ,of the coal-dealers’ combine, 
which has seriously oppressed and

robbed the people of CaliforMa for 
some years past, and has _ interfered 


rights. of many dealers in fuel ‘sup-. 
plies to a damaging and obnoxious ex- 
tent. The breaking-down of this con- 
spiracy against the public interests 
will be a boon and a blessing. to the 
people of the entire State.

‘MRS. J. W. MITCHELL’S LATEST 


MOVE AT WHITTIER. 


Office of Principal of the Girls’ De. 
partment Abolished and Mrs. 
Threlkeld Ousted, 


FOUR OTHER EMPLOYES RESIGN 


EXCEPTIONS TAKEN TO 
OHARA’S PREFERMENT, 


MISS 


Girls in Co. DB, Cottage Rise in Mu- 
tiny on Acount of the Loss of: 
Their Favorite House- 
keeper. 


The napid-firing machine manipulated 
by Mrs. J. H. Mitchell haé again been 
set in action at the Whittier State 
School. This time her battery is 
trained on the girls’ department, with 
the result that the principal, Mrs. Mary 
E. Threlkeld, has been deposed, four of 
her subordinates have resigned and the 
inmates are in a state of indignation 
and excitement bordering close on 
mutiny. 

‘The members of Co. B wer®, in fact, 
in open revolt last Thursday and 
Saturday nights, in consequence of the 
resignation of their housekeeper, Mrs. 
Kittie Criswell, who was more than a 
mother to the girls for a period of 
twenty months and whose proposed de- 
parture filled them with grief and dis- 
may and prompted them to make a 
demonstration against those whom 
they considered responsible for Mrs. 
Criswell’s determination to throw up 
her position. 

Mrs. Mary E. Threlkeld, principal of 
the girls’ department; Mrs. Mary A. 
Pratt, housekeeper for Co. A, and Mrs. 
Kittie Criswell, housekeeper for Co. B, 
packed their trunks yesterday and re- 
turned to their homes in this city. 
Miss Annie Denari, cook for Co. A, and 
Miss King of the laundry department 
have handed in their resignations, to 
go into effect today. All of these have, 
been faithful and competent employés, 
and their leaving in a body 
readily be guessed is not for the 80d 
of the institution. 

Mrs. Threlkeld is the only one of the 
lot who has not quit of her own accord. 
She was not “fired” unceremoniously, 
as has been the wont at Whittier since 
Mis. Mitchell took the reins. In order 
to let the old lady down easy her posi- 
tion was abolished. The reason given 
for this action is embodied in @ set of 
resolutions passed by the board of trus- 


‘tees at their last meeting. as follows, 


to-wit: 

“Whereas, the population of the girls’ 
department of the school has been and 
is rapidly decreasing, and the cost of 
maintenance is thereby increasing, and, 
whereas, the necessity for economy in 


the different departments of the school 


demand a reduction of the number of 
employés at the girls’ department, and 
it appearing that either the office of 
principal or matron is at this time un- 
necessary for the proper conduct of 
of the department, therefore, 

“Resolved, that the office of principal 
of the girls’ department be and the 
same is hereby abolished, and that the 
matron of Co. A be made the head of 
said department, and that the matron 
be required to discharge her present 
duties and those of principal with the 
assistance of the resident physician. 

“Resolved, that this resolution take 
effect February 1, 1898.” (Resolution 
offered by Trustee Mitchell.) 

“Resolved, that the board sincerely 
and deeply regrets the necessity which 
compels it to abolish the office of princi- 
pal of the girls’ department, which in- 
cidentally requires it to dispense with 
the services of Mrs. Mary E. Threl- 
keld, the present incumbent of the said 
position. 

“Resolved, further, that the board of 
trustees of Whittier State School fully 
appreciates the valuable services of 
Mrs. Mary FB. Threlkeld in the reor- 
ganization of the girls’ department of 
the school, and her honest, economical 
and competent administration of the 
affairs of the department, and com- 
mend ther for the same, and hereby ex- 
presses its regret at the necessity for 
severing her relations with the school, 
and recommend her to similar employ- 
ment elsewhere. 

‘Resolved, further, that these’ resolu- 
tions be’svread upon the minutes of 
the board and a copy of the same be 
forwarded to Mrs. Mary E. Threlkeld. 

“T most heartily indorse the foregoing 
commendation. 

“T. B. VAN ALSTYNE 
“Superintendent of the Whittier State 

School.”’ 

Dr. Walter Lindly, the minority mem- 
ber of the board, when questioned about 
the matter of Mrs. Threlkeld’s dismissal 
said: : : 
“The number of pupils at the girls’ 
department has fallen off from seventy 
to forty-nine during the past 
months, #nd Mrs. Mitchell reported to 
the board that in order to reduce ex- 
pense, a number of officers needed with 
the larger number of pupils could be 
dispensed with now. As a step toward 
this, the president (Mrs. Mitchell) rec- 
ommended that the position of principal 
be abolished and the duties of that po- 
sition assigned to the matron. This 
recommendation was concurred in by 
the board of trustées.”’ 

Trustee Rowland confirmed this in 
substance. But while Trustees Row- 
land and Lindley concurred ‘in the reso- 


lutions, the action is essentially that 


of Mrs. Mitchell, as by reason of a res- 
olution of the board as formerly consti- 
tuted, she was made the especial custo- 
dian of the affairs of the girls’ depart- 
ment. What Mrs. Mitchell suggests in 
regard to this department generally 
goes, especially if the suggestion is, os- 
tensibly or otherwise, along the line of 
economy. 

At the same time that the board abol- 
ished the position of principal, thereby 
saving $80 per month, it raised the sal- 
ary of the matron from $45 to $75 per 
month, and added $25 per month to the 
salaries of the male employés of the 
institution—Clerk Lowe and Commis- 
sary Kirby. Thus the $80 saved is ex- 
pended tn other directions; the abol- 
ishment of the principalship as a meas- 
ure of economy, therefore, being a 
doubtful expedient. 

Pregident Mitchell, in a letter con- 
veying to Principal Threlkeld the in- 
formation of the abolishment of her 
position, said in part: 

“This move was made after careful 
and unbiased consideration and is im- 
perative as you should realize. 

“Tl am going to make an effort to in- 
crease the population at the girls’ de- 
partment by plans that I have jn mind, 
and if I succeed I will hope to re- 
establish better condition for all the 
present officers for whom I have a high 
esteem. Buteif the population keeps 
decreasing, as much as I shall regret 
it, the board will have to consider the 
consolidation of the two companies.” 

What Mrs. Mitchell’s plans are for 
“increasing. the population” at the 
rirle’ department are not stated. The 
unexpected decrease in the number of 
employés probably concerns her more 
for the time being. Mrs. Threlkeld’s 
dismissal was indirectly the cause of 
at least four resignations. But the 
going of Mrs. Threlkeld had perhaps 
not so much to do with the quitting of

She is said to lack the qualities of. a 
disciplinarian, however, and confidence 
in her success as principal is therefore 
Avanting, and residents of Whittier are 
accordingly fearful for the welfare of 
the school. 

The only reason adyanced. by the 
knowing ones for the elevation of Miss 
O’Hara to ‘the ‘prinefpalship that 
Mrs. Mitchell owed her a debt of grat- 
itude. Last summer when’ Mrs.’ Mitch- 
ell was very ill at her Cahuenga home, 
she sent for Miss O’Hara, who Jeft her 
work at Whittier and nursed the pres- 
ident of the board of Whittier .Staie- 
School trustees through her. three , 
weeks’ sickness, meanwhile drawing 
ed salary from thé State, so the story 

oes, 

Mrs. Mary Pratt; -housekeeper of 
Co. A, whose work has beeh highly 
commended, resigned her position as 
soon as she learned that Mrs. Phrelkeld 
was to go. Although reluctant to talk 
about her resignation, she gave as her 
reason for quitting the fact that she 
did not desire to serve through an- 
other change Of admintétration. She 
had been at Whittier just one year, 
during which time her relations were 
always pleasant with all the other of- 
ficers, but she had no desire’ to remain 
after Mrs. Threlkeld left... 

Miss Daneri of San Juan Capistrafio, 
who has been cook for Co. -A,. resigned 
for the same reason, as did.also. Miss 
King, the laundress. The latter has 
been employed only. since January hb, 
when she took the place of Miss Hor- 
ton, who was removed by Mrs. Mitch 
ell. Miss Dangri and Miss Kitig both 
give as their sole reason for quitting 
the change in principalship. 
Mrs. Criswell, housekeeper of ‘Co. B 
cottage, had resigned before she learned 
of.

Mrs. L. J. Thomson, it is un- 
derstood, succeeds Mrs. Pratt as house- 
keeper for Co. A. | 

When the Co. B girls ‘heard that Mrs. 
Criswell was going to leave them, they 
broke out in meeting, and . ea 
noisy demonstration in their dormitory 
last Thursday night. The night watch 
could not quiet them, and order was 
not restored until Mrs. Threlkeld and 
Mrs. Criswell appeared.on the scene. 
The demonstration was repeated on 
Saturday night, and the principal and 
housekeeper again went to the rescue. 
At the urgent request of. Mrs. Threl-— 
keld and Mrs. Criswell the Co. B girls 
promised to behave themselves, and re- 
spect their new superiors. They cried 
bitterly, however, when the officers 
whom they respected, left the institu- 
tion.

The good people of the Quaker 
town wag their heads and say this 
bodes ill for tthe reform of wayward 
girls.

WATER SUPPLY COMMITTEE REPORTS STEPS TAKEN 
TOWARD THAT END. 


Logical, Orderly and Businesslike Progress That Has Been 
Made Under Legai Advice and in Spite of the Foolish 
Meddling of Demagogues and Rattle-brained 
Incompetents in the Council, 


The Only Move Made in Disregard of the Advice of the City’s Attorneys 
Was a Serious Blunder and Placed the City at a Disadvantage in 
any Legal Conflict with the City Water Company That 

"May Ensue, 


The Water Suppty Committee of the 
Council, which has conducted oll the 
proceedings and negotiations toward 
the acquirement by the city of a water 
system, and has been hampered and 
pestered and bothered by the crank- 
brained noodles and blatant ‘friends 
of the people’ who fancy that they 
know how to build waterworks with 
wind, presented to the Council yester- 
day a complete report of all that has 
been done up to date. This report ef- 
fectually disposes of the randoin and 
irresponsible iassertions and charges 
that have been made by Snyder, Grider 
and Hutchison in their frantic cfforts 
to bamboozle the people and exalt 
themselves, and it will be sufficient 
to satisfy every rationa! citizen that the 
interests of the city have been guarded 
carefully, and that there is no excuse 
whatever for all the bobbery that has 
been kicked up by the noisy three and 
the San Francisco freak newspapers. 


ADVICE OF ATTORNEYS. 
Has Been Followed Except When 
One Brenk Was Made. 

LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) Jan. 29, 1898. 

To the Water Supply Committee of 
the Council of the city of Los Angeles— 
Gentlemen: We are in receipt of your 
communication, of date 27th January 
inet., asking us for any advice we may 
have to give with regard to any action 
to be taken by the Council at this 
juncture of its affairs with the City 
Water Company. 

In our judgment, the Council up to 
this time has taken all the steps ad- 
visable from a legal standpoint in 
. the matter of the taking over by the 
' city of the waterworks and plant, now 
in the possession of the City Water 
Company, under the terms of the exist- 
ing contract and lease between the 
company’s predecessors and the city. 
We shall have suggestions to submit 
from time to time for your considera- 
tion in puruance of what we believe 
to be the proper plan of procedure on 
the part of the city, but we have none 
to offer at present. 

We may properly say in this connec- 
tion that your committee and the Coun- 
cil have sought and followed our ad- 
vice in all actions it has taken in this 
matter, as well as in refraining to take 
certain steps suggested by a desire to 
carry out the will of the people for the 
municipal ownership of. a system of 
waterworks at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, but which action we, as the legal 
advisers of the city could not approve. 

We reeall but one instance in which 
our advice has been disregarded, and 
that was when the Council required 
from us, against our protest, a formal 
opinion upon the validity of the water 
contract and lease. Our protest was 
based upon our firm conviction that, in 
a contest of this character, where the 
vital interests of the city are at stake, 
it is a suicidal policy to inform our op- 
ponents of the position and plans 
adopted for the maintaining of the 
city’s rights by premature public an- 
nouncement or discussion of the same.

HISTORY OF PROCEEDINGS. 


' Water Supply Committee Reports 
Progress in Detail. 


Your Water Supply Committee to 
whom your honorable body has en- 
trusted from time to time the matter 
of conducting negotiations ‘ with the 

Angeles City Water Company look- 
ing to the taking over by the city of 
the improvements added during the 
term of the existing lease by said com- 
pamy to the original water plant of the 
city, and to whom also was entrusted 
the matter of estimating the cost of a 
new plant, as well as estimating the 
Value of the above-mentioned improve- 
ments made to the old plant, is im- 
pelled at this time, having im mind the 
best interests of the citizens of the 
municipality which you have the honor 
to represent, to make the following 
report of the work accomplished by 
this committee and the City Engineer, 
acting umder your valued instructions 
and the advice of counsel represent- 
ing the city, and also to set forth for 
your adoption a declaration of the 
most effective line of action to pursue 
in order to accomplish the most speedy 

wners of the w 
tem of this city. 

The instructions received by this 
committee have always been positive 
es to the unanimous desire of the 
Council to bring about actual muni- 
cipal ownership at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. Expression has never 
been given by any member, either in 
committee or in discussion of the ques- 
tion in open council, of a sentiment 
negative to the one ardent desire for 
municipal ownership. In the various re- 
ports of this committee the presence 
of this sentiment has been frequently 
referred to, in fact the basic question | 
of mumicipal ownership was @ffirma- 
tively settled at the organization of 
this Council, amd has never since then 
been reopened by word or act. 

The Water Supply Committee is pro- 
vided for in the code of rules govern- 
ing the organization of your honorable 
body, ami to it are naturally referred 
@il matters pertaiming to the water 
supply of the city. This committee 
having been constituted at the initial 
meeting of this Council, January 4, 
1897, it was 
time of next meeting of Council, fully 
prepared to receive any instructions 
the Council might wish to give it, hence 
the motion of Mr. Blanchard. intro- 
duced at the last-named session, was 
deemed perfectly proper and was ac- 
cepted by the Council as the initial 
step toward the accomplishment of 
municipal ownership. Said motion was 
@s follows: 

“Mr. Blanchard moves that the 
Water Supply Committee be instructed 
to confer with the City Engineer and 
feport to the Council as to the best 
Sreeiure for acquiring a weter plant 

be owned by the city.” 

GRIDER’S USELESS MOVE. 

So acceptable was this motion that its 
adoption was without debate or dissent. 
Later im the same session Mr. Grider, 
after having voted for the Blanchard 
motion, which empowered the Water 
Supply Committee to take the matter 
hi introduced the following resolu- 


“Resolved, that public interest and 
necessity demand that the city of Los 
should own a complete system 


on January 11, 1897, the! 


of waterworks for the use of said city 
and its inhabitants; and to the end 
that this Council may have prompt and 
full information in the premises as to 
the best amd most available system, 
and the cost thereof, whether con- 
Structed by said city or acquired by 
purchase, it is ordered that the City 
Engineer of said city do immeniately 
make full and ccmplete plans of an en- 
tirely new system, sufficient in all re- 
Spects to furmish said city and its in- 
habitants with an abundance of pure 
water, and that said Engineer do also 
report to this Council therewith a care- 
ful estimate of the cost of such now 
System.”’ 

This resolution had been rendered so 
clearly superfluous by the previous 
adoption of the Blanchard motion as to 
make it impossible for the Council to 
seriously consider it. Had the Gries 
resolution been presented first, it 
would, after amendimg so as to very 
properly refer the matter to the Water 
Supply Committee for joint action with 
the Engineer, have rendered the 
Blanchard motion unnecessary and ac- 
complished the same purpose as the 
latter—nothing more. Hence, your 
committee fails to discover how, in the 
adoption of the Blanchard motion, 
which was disposed of without debate 
before the introduction of the other, 
and im the rejection of the Grider reso- 
lution, any negative influence was ex- 
.erted upon the question of municipal 
ownership. Certainly the Blanchard 
motion was first in point of time; its 
adoption carried a reference of the 
matter to the proper committee, and 
that committee covered the full scope 
of the resolution in its recommenda- 
tioms one week later. 

On January 13, 1897, the date of the 
receipt of imstructions from the clerk 
of your honorable body, based upon the 
Blanchard motion, this committee held 
a meeting, of which the following are 
the official minutes. 

“Meeting of the Water Supply Com- 
mittee held January 13, 1897. Meeting 
called to order by Chairman F. M. 
Nickell. Present, Messrs. Blanchard 
and Toll of the commiitee and J. H. 
Dockweiler, City Engineer. 

“Upon motion C. H. Toll was chosen 
secretary of the committee. It was 
stated by Mr. Dockweiler that plans 
and smecifications could be provided 
sufficient to give am approximates cost 
of a new system of waterworks for 
from $600 to $1000. 

MOUNTAIN SUPPLY CONSIDERED. 

“After general discussion of the work 
before the committee, in the course of 
which the question of securing a water 
supply from the mountains was duly 


considered, it was decided upon motion 
that the following report be transmitted 
to the Council as an expression of the 
committee’s desires.”’ 

‘The recommendations contained in 
said report were: First—That the City 
Engineer be instructed to prepare an 
approximate estimate of the cost of a 
complete waterworks for the entire 
city, using the Los Angeles River as a 
source of water supply, and present 
same to the Council at the earliest 
possible date. Secomd—Tihhat the com- 
mittee be authorized to draw requisi- 
tions for necessary expense, and, third, 
that committee be empowered to take 
such action as may be deemed neces- 
sary to open negotiations with the Los 
Angeles City Water Company, looking 
to the taking over of the improvements 
added to the water plant.of the city. 

On January 20, 1897, instructions from 
your honorable body, based upon above 
report of this committee were reecived 
from the clerk. In keeping therewith 
a meeting of the committee was imme- 
diately called for January 24, 1897, of 
which the following are the official 
minutes: 

“Meeting of the Water Supply Com- 
mittee, January 24, 1897. Meeting called 
to order by Chairman F. M. Nickell. 
Present, Messrs. Blanchard and Toll of 
the committee and J. H. Dockweiler, 
City Engineer. 

“Upon motion the City Engineer was 
instructed to rent the neceSsary rooms, 
employ necessary assistance and prose- 
cute to an early completion such plans 
and specifications as were required tto 
furnish an estimate of the approxi- 
mate cost of a new system of water- 
works for the city. 

“It was the sense of the committee 
that when the result of the work of the 
engineer is finally known, it be held in 
strict confidence and secrecy by each 
member of the committee, the engineer 
and the employés in possession of the 
same until such time as the commit- 
tee may deem it expedient to make the 
facts known to the public. This action 
was deemed necessary in order that 
any publicity of the cost of a new sys- 
tem might not interfere with pending 
negotiations with the water company 
looking to the purchase of their plant.” 

It was considered highly probable by 
the committee that the preparation of 
plans for a new plant would require 
much more time in execution than the 
mere procurement of the water com- 
pany’s price for the old plant, hence 
the work upon new plans was allowed 
to progress until February 24, 1897, be- 
fore active negotiations were opened 
with the old company. 

The minutes of the meeting of the 
committee on that date are as -follows: 

“Meeting of the Water Supply Com- 
mittee, February 24, 1897. Meeting 
called toverder by Chairman F. M. 
Nickell. Présent, Messrs. Blanchard 
and ‘Toll of the committee. 

“The secretary was instructed to pur- 
chase such record books and supplies 
as may be needed to preserve the min- 
utes of the various meetings of the 
committee. 

“Upon motion the secretary was in- 


structed to indite letters to the Los An- 
geles City Water Company, s etting 
forth that the committee desired to en- 
ter into negotiations with the respec- 
tive companies looking to the purchase 
of their plant in the event the City 
Councilshould deem it desirable to pur- 
chase same for the city.’ 
NEGOTIATIONS OPENED. 

The day following the above-named 
meeting (February 25, 1897,) letters 
were mailed to the Los Angeles City 
Water Company, Highland Water Com- 
pany and the West Side Water Com- 
pany, conveying the desire of ithe city 
to acquire their respective plants at a 
reasonable price, and asking the re- 
Spective companies to coiiperate with 
this committee to the end that a 
speedy determination might be reached 
in ‘the premises. Replies to above-men- 
tioned letters were received as follows: 


the West Side Water Company, stat- 
ing they did not contemplate sale. Un- 
der date of March 9, 1897, from Los An- 
geles City Water Company, Stating its 
willingness tosellthe plant to the city. | 


Under date of March 4, 1897, from }| 


Water Company, signifying 
willincness to meet our committee at 
any time and place designated. 

On March 25, 1897, a meeting of the 
Water Committee was held, of which 
following are ‘the official minutes: 

“Meeting of Water Supply Commit- 
tee, March 25, 1897. Meeting called to 
order by Chairman F. M. Nickell. Pres- 
ent, Messrs. Blanchard and Toll of the 
committee and J. H. Dockwelilér, City 
Engineer. 

“Letters were received and read. from 
ihe Los Angeles City Weter Gompany, 
the Highland Water Company and the 


West Water Company. 
“Tho chairman informed the commit- 
tee that the City Engineer was about 


ready to report the result of the esti- 
mation he had been making as to the 
cost of a new water plant for the city. 

“T7pon motion it was decided to in- 
struct the City Engineer that when he 
delivers his estimate of the cost of the 
new water plant, that it be handed to 


the chairman of this committee under 
seal, io be so retained by the chairman 
until the information is heeded in de; 


termining as to the reasonableness of 


any praposition the Los Angeles City 
Water Company may submit, or uhtil a 
majority of the committee deem it ex- 
pedient to make the information public. 


“It was decided upon motion that the 
chairman of this committee arrange 
with the proper officials of the Los An- 
gecs City Water Company for a con- 
ference on Tuesday, March 30, 1897, 
with this committee, locking to the 
opening of negotiations for the pur- 
chase of ttheir plant.’ 

Owing to the absence from the city 
of some of the representatives of the 
Wwatcr company, the meeting designed 
for March 30, 1897, was delayed until 
April 9, 1897, of which the following 
are the official minutes: 

FIRST CONFERENCE. 
“Joint meeting of the Water Supply 


Committee and representatives of the 
Los Angeles City Water"Company, held 
in President Silver's office, April 9, 1897. 

“Present, F. M. Nickell, E. L. Blanch- 
ard and C. H. Toll of the committee, 


and Messrs. S. H. Mott, W. J. Broder- 
ick, Drake and Minor, representing the 
Los Angeles City Water Company. 

“It was stated by Mr. Nickell on 
the part of the committee that the city 
of Los Angeles was desirous of owning 
its own Water plant, either by purchase 
of the existing plant, or the construc- 
tion of @ new one, and that the purpose 
of this meeting was to open negotia- 
tions looking to tthe purchase of ‘the 
plant of the Los Angeles City Water 
Company in the event that a gatisfac- 
tory price could be arrived at, and that 
it was now the desire of the commit- 
tee to know the position of the water 
company in the premises, 

“It was stated by Mr. Mott of the 
Water company their company 
was Willing to sell their plant at a fair 
price, and that they courted the fullest 
investigation and closest examination 
of their properties; that they would 
furnish @ schedule and would person- 
ally accompany the committee and ex- 
hibit heir various properties to them. 

vas Was stated on the part of the 
committee that nothing but the most 
complete exposition of the company’s 
properties ‘would serve the purpose of 
the committee: that they must know 
What these various properties consist 
of, where they are located, and the 
length of service up ,to the present 
time of pipe, ete., in order that they 
might place before the Council and the 
Council in turn place before the people 
full details and information in order 
that a proper conclusion could be ar- 
rived at on the part of the people as 
to the most desirable procedure for 
them to take; that is, whether it would 
be better to purchase the existing plant 
at the valuation arrived at or con- 
struct an entire new plant. 

“In keeping with this statement it 
was arranged that the committee of 
the Council, accompanied by the City 
Engineer, should meet representatives 
of the water company Thursday morn- 
ing, April 15, at 9 o'clock, to visit and 
investigate a portion of all of the prop- 
erties of the water company.” ' 

On April 5, 1897, the City Engineer 
filed With the chairman of this eom- 
mittee, under seal, his very able and 
comprehensive report as to the esti- 
mated,cost of an entirely new water 
plant for the entire city. 


ENGINEER’S REPORT. 

At a regular meeting of the Council 
on April 19, 1897, upon request of the 
Council so to do, this committee filed 
the above mentioned report of the City 
Engineer. The object of the com- 
mittee in desiring to avoid publicity 
of the amount of.cost of the new plant 
was for the purely politic reason of 
depriving ihe water company of the 
necessarily large figure representing 
the cost of a new plant as a basis for 
fixing a price upon their plant. People 
unacquainted with the difference in 
detail might be led into a comparison 
of prices highly ‘favorable to the old 
company. Hence the committee wanted 
to be in position to set both conclu- 
sions before the people at one and the 
Same time, and have them’ feel the 
assurance that each was arrived at in- 
dependent of the other. 
Representatives of the water com- 
pany having stated at meeting of 
committee April 9, 1897, that they would 
furnish the committee with a complete 
schedule of the various items of their 
plant, the way appeared open for gain- 
ing such definite knowledge as will 
enable the City Engineer to arrive at 
a very accurate estimate of their value. 
It became the earnest desire of the 
committee to secure this authentic data 
from the company rather than attempt 
to arrive by conjecture or by super- 
ficial examination at a knowledge of 
the kind, location and extent of use 
of the company’s properties. 

As stated in the report of this com- 
mittee of date April 26, 1897: “It was the 
conclusion of the Committee that in no 
other way could your honorable body 
arrive at a correct knowledge of the 
water company’s plant in all its de- 
tails. Having pursued an ordinary 
business course and procured from the 
water company all details as to qual- 
ity, extent, location, duration of service 
and price of the component features 
of their plant, it will become the duty 
of the Council to apply such tests and 
lines of investigation as will fully 
verify the information furnished by the 
company. The water company have 
evinced a willingness to supply all the 
information desired and they are’now 
preparing the schedule asked for by 
the -committee.”’ 


FOOLISH DEMANDS. 

But even this reasonable position of 
the committee was assailed by an ele- 
ment in the Council advocating that 
instead of waiting a few days for 
complete schedule, maps, ete., then be- 
ing compiled by the City Engineer at 
the water company’s office, the Council 
instruct the engineer to go out son 
the streets of the city and, by, indis- 
fcriminate digging out the very 
details being furnished at that time 
by the company without remonstrance 
or hindrance. 

On May 10, 1897, accompanying a re- 
‘port to the Council, the committee sub- 
mitted complete information as to the 
property of the.water company in 
schedule, map and tabulated fatm. This 
report recites that the schedule shows 
real estate, rights to develop water, 
rights-of-way, conduits, tunnels, pipe 
and flume lines, distribution pipe sys- 
tem, fittings, reservoir sites, reservoirs, 
pump stations,-stock on hand, water 
sources and developments, while the 
map shows exact locations of all these 
properties throughout the eity and aq- 
jacent territory. This report also car- 
ried the following recommendation: 

“That the City Engineer be instructed 
to proceed at once to determine, by use 
of the data here supplied, the following 
conclusions: 

“First-—-The correctness of the data 
furnished by the water company.

“Second—The cost of a new plant,

“Third—The present real worth of the 
old plant. 

‘‘Fourth—Its available value to the 
city as a part of an. ultimate complete 
piant.”’ 

At a meeting of the committee, July 
24, 1897, a communication from the 
Los Angeles Water Company was read 
offering to sell their plant to the city 
for the sum of $3,000,000. This offer 
was submitted to the Council July 26, 
1897, at which time the City Engineer 
also presented his report, showing esti- 
mated .present value of water com- 
pany’s plant to be $1,209,250, including 
house connections. 


THE FORMAL TENDER. 

Instructions were received by this 
committee July 27, 1897, ,based upon 
resolution of Mr. Silver, to make to 
the Los Angeles City Water Company 
a formal tender of $1,190,655 for an op- 
tion for the ‘purchase of their plant 
on or before July 1, 1898. On the same 
day a letter was duly addressed to the 
water company, making known the de- 
Sire of your honorable body, formally 
tendering the amount aboye named and 
asking an immediate reply. 

By letter dated the following day, 
July 28, 1897, the water company com- 
municated its refusal to accept the 
above-named offer. 

By this refusal to accept, the city’s 
offer was terminated, for the time being 
at least, the effort of this cornmittee, 
acting under instructions frome your 
honorable body, to acquire the Los An- 
geles City Water Company’s plant by 
purchase before the expiration of the 
existing lease. This effort having its 
inception in the report of this commit- 
tee of date of July 13, 1897, had been 
prosecuted with all the diligemce con- 
sistent with the magnitude of the 
transaction and the convenience of the 
large number of interested parties, and 
the outcome after so much labor amd 
50 great a sacrifice of time, was deeply 
regretted by this cOmmittee. In order 
that no time should be lost by inactivity 
of committee or Council, a meeting of 
the committee was held Friday even- 
ing, July 30, 1897, of which the fol- 
lowing are the minutes: 

“A call meeting of the Water Supply 
Committee, held in tha committee room 
of the City Hall Friday evening, July 
30. Present, Messrs. Nickell and Toll 
of the committee and City Engineer 
Dockweiler. 

“Chairman Nickell stated that the 
object of the meeting was to consider 
the advisability of reporting to the 
Council in favor of immediate work 
upom the head-works system included 
‘in Mr. Dockweiler’s report for a new 
water system for the city. It was Mr. 
Dockweliler’s opinion that this portion 
of a new system should be built entirely 
independent of the entire plemt and 
could be used in case the city pur- 
chased the old plant or ultimately built 
a new plant, and he strongly urged 
the taking of imrmnediatse steps looking 
to the commencement of work upon this 
portioh of the system, furnishing figures 
and data in support of his position. 

“Upon motien it was decided that the 
committee make a report on the follow- 
ing Monday recommending: 

“The appointment of a comsulting 
board of engimeers to pass upon the cor- 
rectness and feasibility of the City 
Engineer’s plans for a new water sys- 
tem in so far as they pertain to por- 
tions embraced in the head-works sys- 
tem; 

“The beginning of work upon this 
system, providing no legal objections 
existed thereto; and 

“The taking of immediate steps to 
open negotiations with the water com- 
pany looking to the settlement by ar- 
bitration of the price to pass from the 
city to said company for the purchase 
of said plant.” 

ORDERLY PROGRESS. 

As @ result of this meeting a report 
of this committee was sent to the 
Council August 2, 1897, from which we 
quote: “Your committee realizes that 
another fixed station in the progress of 
the solution of the problem of muni- 
cipal ownership has now been reached, 
and that it is the last, save one only, 
regarding which there should have 
been no difference of opinion @s to their 
order of sequence or their mecessity of 
execution. We should designate these 
undebatable stages already passed as, 
first, the decision for municipal owner- 
ship; second, the estimated cost of a 
new water system; third, the estimated 
value of the old plant, and, fourth, the 
formal offer to purchase the old plamt 
at the value so determined. The at- 
taining of these stations in the above 
logical order should have prompted 
only uninimity of action on the part 
of all members of the legisbative branch 
of the municipality, and we can but 
iterate that any other attitude on the 
part of any member of the city govern- 
ment is ill advised, uncalled for and is 
dictated by motives amtagonistic to the 
welfare of the city at large. We beg 
to cite that from the first meeting of 
this committee down to the present 
time some feature of work attending 
the solution of this problem has been 
in operation or pendancy. Delays have 
been fancied amd unreal; progress has. 


icalin all respects with the present 


sults substantial and satisfactory, af- 
fording a basis and sure foundation 
upon which all future action can safely 
rest. This report carried three 
recommendations as follows: 

First, the appointment of a consult- 
ing board of .enmgineers to pass upon 
that portion of Engineer Dockweiler’s 
mlans for new water systems which 
pertains to the head-works system, in- 
cluding conduits and reservoir; second, 
to afford the people am opportunity to 
voteyfor bonds to construct said head- 
works system, provided no legal objec- 
tions exists; third, to submit to the 
water company. a plan for arbitrating 
the question of the value of improve- 
ments made to plant. 

This report at time of its reading was 
referred to the City Attorney for his 
opinion as to any legal objections to 
the active prosecution of the work pro- 
posed. 

In a report filed in Council August 
9, 1897, signed by the City Attorney and 
Messrs. Lee and Scott of counsel an 
opinion is given averse to the first two 
recommendations of the committee, but 
favorable to the last recommendation 
to arbitrate. 

ARBITRATION PROPOSED. 

Based upon Mr. Ashman’s resolution 
to immediately proceed to arbitration, 
instructions were received from your 
honorable body, August 11, 1897, to no- 
tify the water company that it was 
the desire of the city to submit to er- 
bitration the question of the value of 
the improvements made to the plant. 
On the same day @ letter was’ mailed 
addressed to the duly authorized rep- 
resentatives of the water company com- 
municating the desire of your honora- 
ble body to proceed at once to erbitra- 
tion. 

Under date of August 19, 1897, re- 
ported to Council August 23, 1897, a let- 
ter was received from ‘the water com- 
pany stating inability to definitely re- 
ply to the request to arbitrate until 
the return to the city of their legal 
adviser. 

On September 7, 1897, no further re- 
ply having been received from the wa- 
ter company regarding arbitration, the 
City Attorney, in answer to request 
of Council reported that “if the con- 
tract entered into on July 20, 1868, 
which expires July 20 of next year, is 
valid, the water company cannot be 
compelled to arbitrate until the expira- 
tion of the contract as provided there- 
in.’ At the same session of the Coun- 
cil, Mr. Hutchison’s motion prevailed 
requesting that the City Attorney pre- 
pare an opinion as to the legality of 
the waterworks> contract of 1868. As 
has been heretofore stated this Council 
has ever been averse to assuming any 
position which would in any way com- 
mit the city authorities upon the ques- 
tion of the validity, of the contract, 


been steady and uninterrupied, and re- 


deeming it of prime importance that 
the legal department ghould be free 
from such useless limitations in the 
conduct of a matter of such import, 
where such grave legal questions en- 
tered so largely into its solution. 

In keeping with this request the City 
Attorney reported to Council September 
21, 1897, a letter from Messrs. Lee and 
Scott of counsel, concurred in by Mr. 
Dunn, ine which counsel, after citing 
good and valid reasons for such advice, 
admonished the Council against insist- 
ing upon a flat opinion as to the va- 
lidity of contract. However, a majority 
of the Council demanded a fiat opinion 
thereon and the same was filed during 
that session of Council. Said opinion 
held “that those portions of the contract 
are valid and binding, which relate to 
property rights in the improvements 
and increments made by the water 
company to the plant originally turned 
over to it by the city, and to the obli- 
gations of both parties to submit the 
value of such improvements and incre- 
merits to arbitration and obligation of 
the city to pay to the company the 
value thereof so ascertained, and that 
the rights of the city arising under 
these provisions of the contract can 
be enforced.”’ 

‘In the presence of two legal opinions, 
one of which decides that if contract is 
valid the water company cannot be 
forced to arbitrate before expiration of 
said contract, while the other decides 
that this contract is a valid wne, the 
question of enforcing arbitration at this 
time was quile effectually disposed of. 

THE BOND PROPOSITION. 

On November 22, 1897, ab+numerously- 
signed petition was filed, asking that 
the Council “at once take the neces- 
Sary steps for calling a bond election to 
build an entirely new water system for 
the city of Los Angeles.” Said petition 
was referred to this committee, and 
by it duly considered at a meeting held 
December 2, 1897, of which meeting the 
following are the minutes: 

“Meeting of the Water Supply Com- 
mittee, December 2, 1897. Present, 
Chairman Nickell, and Messrs. Blanch- 
ard and Toll of the committee. 

“Meeting was called to consider the 
petition asking that steps be taken im- 
mediately to build an entirely new sys- 
tem of waterworks for the whole city. 

“Upon examination of the petition it 
was found to have been signed by 3381 
citizens of all classes. 

“It appearing that legal complications 
might erise from granting the request 
of the petitioners, on motion the secre- 
tary was instructed to arrange with 
City Attorney Dunn and _ associate 
counsel, Lee and Scott, for a joint meet- 
ing, at which time the legal phases 
could be discussed,” 

Agreeable with’ this action of the 
committee, a meeting was arranged for 
December 3, 1897, of which the follow- 
ing are the minutes~ 

“Meeting of the Water Supply Com- 
mittee, December — 3, 1897. Pres- 
ent, Chairman Nickell and Messrs. 
Blenchard and Toll of the com- 
mittee, the Mayor, members of the 
Council, attorneys of petitioners and 
of the city and interested citizens. 

“Petition was read by the secretary 
and the desires of the petitioners ox- 
plained by Judge Wright. After full 
discussion of the various phases of the 
question involved it was moved and 
seconded that the committee report to 
the Council, making two recommenda- 
tions: 

“First—That no steps be taken at this 
time looking toward the immediate con- 
struction of a new system of water- 
works, 

“Second—That steps be taken at 
once, looking to the determination of 
the value of the improvements made 
by the water company upon the water 
plant in keeping with the conditions of 
the contract under which the water 
company are now operating; the object 
being to perform any acts necessary 
to enable the city to provide the neces- 
sary funds to pay for said improve- 
ments at the expiration of the present 
lease, July 22, 1898.’’ 

At this meeting it was stated by 
Judge Wright representing the peti- 
tioners, that inasmuch as the previous 
negotiations between the city and the 
water company ‘to purchase improve- 
ments, also the offer of the city to ar- 
bitrate had not been designated nor 
recognized as having been made under 


the terms of the contract, the city was 


not at this time in position to grant the 
request of the petitioners. Your com- 
mittee’ knew it was a matter of ear- 
nest solicitation on the part of your 
honorable body lest by premature and 
ill-advised action a great hardship 
might be inflicted upon the worthy tax- 
payers of this municipality. If any 
disposition to over-zealousness along 
this line was evinced by this commit- 
tee, it was inspired by the full knowl- 
edge on the part of tts members that 
our citizens desired but one water plant 
at a time, and thlat for the time being, 
at least, we were resting under obliga- 
tions, moral and legal, to treat with the 
Los Angeles City Water Company for 
the restoration of the city’s plant upon 
payment for improvements made 
thereto. 4 
TWO SYSTEMS NOT NEEDED. 

A report in keeping with the forego- 
ing action of the committee was filed 
with the Council, December 6, 1897, 
from which we quote: 

“The question of immediate construc- 
tion being disposed of, discussion was 
had upon the question of taking such 
steps as would remove the legal diffi- 
culties which now exist to the construc- 
tion of new works prior to termination 
of present lease. In short, what can 
be done by your honorable body to en- 
able you to raise the funds and enter 
upon the construction of an -entirely 
new system of waterworks prior to 
the termination of present contract 
without subjecting the people you rep- 
resent to the payment of not only the 
cost of a new plant, but the value of 
the improvements made by the water 
company to the old plant as well. Upon 
this subject your committee finds a dif- 
ference of opinion both legal and civic; 
nor does it by its recommendation 
herein pretend to decide that the way 
is clear for a successful outcome along 
the lines suggested, but being actuated 
by a desire ito leave no stone unturned 
to acquire a municipal water plant, 
new or old, at the earliest moment con- 
sistent with ‘tthe interests of the com- 
munity, your committee begs to sub- 
mit the following recommendations: 

“First—That no action be taken at 
this time to construct an entirely new 
waiter system, and, second, that the 
City Attorney be instructed to prepare 
a resolution looking to negotiations at- 
tempting to agree with the water com- 
pany upon the value of the improve- 
ments made by them as provided in the 
comtract with said water company 
dated July 22, 1868, in order that the 
city may pay to the water‘company at 
the expiration of said contract, the 
amount of compensa‘sion agreed upon to 
cover value of the said improvements 
made by said water company during 
term of lease.’’ 

On December 13, 1897, the necessary 
resolution was presented by the attor- 
ney and adopted by the Council. 


copy of above resolution with instruc- 
tions wias received by this committee 
from your honorable body, and on the 
following day, December 16, 1897, a let- 
ter was indited to the water company 
signifying the desire of this committee 
to enter upon the work contemplated in 
the resolution, and asking the co- 
operation of the company. To this let- 
ter a reply was received December 26, 
1897; stating willingness of company to 
sell, if an agreement could be reached 
as to terms of sale. On December 239, 
1897, a second letter was written by 
the committee asking that some day in 
the following week be designated for a 
meeting. To this a reply was received 
Monday, January 17, 1898, stating that 
representatives will be appointed by the 
board of directors and the committee 


will be informed at once who they are;

that their attorneys will be in the city 
about the middle of February, and the 
company would like to have matters 
so advanced by that time that they 
may have the assistance of attorneys 
in bringing matters to a eorfclusion. 
COMPLICATIONS AVOIDED. 
Further than as above stated your 
committee is without instruction from 
your ‘honorable body. The various.com- 
missions entrusted to this committee 
have at all times been prosecuted with 
an earnest desire to supplement by 
the energy and zeal of this committee 
the honest effort being continually ex- 


direction of municipal ownership of a 
water system. The foregoing review of 
the work of the Council, legal advisers, 
engineer and committee must convince 
any honest mind that everything has 
been done that cétld safely be under- 
taken; that every inch of advance 
ground has been occupied as fast as 
possible, and that now ‘the lapse of a 
brief period of time and the execution 
of such’atts as may be by 
the city’s legal advisers are all that 
Separate us from municipal ownership 
in fact. 

There has never been any doubt as 
to the wishes of the people in this 
matter; their attitude has been positive 
and unequivocal for municipal own- 
ership, and no act of Council, legal ad- 
visers, engineer or committee can be 
honestly interpreted to mean anything 
but complete acquiescence ‘to this de- 
mand. If more radical action has been 
declined from time to time, it has been 
done in obedience to legal barriet'’s, and 
with ‘tthe one object of avoiding com- 
plications which: would avail naught 
but ‘to defer the actual acquirement of 
municipal ownership. 

As the business man in the conduct 
of his practical affairs entrusts all legal 
questions to competent legal advisers, 
so those now in authority in municipal 
affairs have deemed it but justice to 
the eitizens whose interests they repre- 
sent to make of this matter a legal 
rathet than a political contest. -_ 
times have the legial advisers of The 
city been fully consulted and the de- 
gree of respect evinced for their able 
advice is shown by: the accompanying 
letter from Messrs. W. E. Dunn and 
Lee & Scott. Desiring to leave undone 
no: step possible for execution, this 
committee thas asked legal counsel to 
suggest any further action deemed -ad- 
visable at the present time; it is in an- 
swer to this request that the inclosed 
letter is submitted. 

In keeping with the justified feeling 
of dependence upon wise legal guidance 
in solving the complicatad phases of 
this all-important subject, your com- 
mittee feels it to be a judicious, wise 
and prudent policy ‘to move at the pres- 
in the future in strict con- 
formity with the advice of the city’s 
counsel, being always zealous in the 
defense of every right, and assuming 
the aggressive wherever the interests 
of the city demand such action. 

Your committee respectfully awaits 
such further commissions as your hon- 
orable body may from time to time en-

Attractive Butter Packages. 


[New York Weekly Tribune:] If those 
who make butter for sale would only 
realize how much the appearance of 
the package has to do with its ready 
and profitable sale there would be more 
butter put up neatly and attractively. 

Butter-packing in summer and warm 
weather has no better package than 
the small jar, or tub, depending upon 
whom the customers are. But for win- 
ter the butter may be put into rolls 
and pats and made to show very at- 
tractively. If to be shipped the brick 
form is a good one. This is so nice to 
pack, fitting closely together there 
can be no bruising or defacing of the 
pats. But d0 not use old muslin for 
wrapping; get the butter paper that 
is now sold for this purpose. The pa- 
per alone gives it so much neater ap- 
pearance. The neat appearance of the 
outside is not all by any means. It 
might make one sale, but if the butter 
itself were not good the second sale 
would be doubtful. Have the inside as 
neat and well prepared as the outside 
and you will be able to sell all the but- 
ter you make et a fair price. 

If one ships butter to a commission 
merchant, it is well to write and find 
out just how he prefers the butter 
packed. Some such men like it best 
packed in five-pound jars, and the boxes 
and jars are returned each time. If 
you pack this way, get the butter paper 
for covering the tops of the jars. It 
comes in various sizes and you can 
buy it just the right size if you try. 
Before putting on the paper, if you 
have a stamp print ‘the top of the butter, 
and this will give an extra attraction. 
Have the jars perfectly clean on the 
outside and every detail attended to 
with perfect neatness. 

I know a man who ships his butter 
in twenty-five-pound tubs. The tubs 
are always new ones, never used the 
second time, the butter is made from 
separated cream, and the making and 
packing all attended to with care and 
neatness. He gets something above 
the highest’ Elgin price ail the time 
for his butter, and it has been simply 
from its excellent quality and the 
neatness of the package that he has 
or up a good trade in the butter 

ne. 

One reason why commission men 
prefer tub packing is this: The butter 
keeps better in a tight package than 
it could in pats or rolls. Butter is 
very susceptible to outer odors, and 
very soon becomes tainted. Many 
commission men prefer even larger 
packages. than the twenty-five-pound 
The price, given for~butter by 
such firms, if they are reliable ones, is 
always according to the real value of 
the butter. 

The best way to sell butter, how- 
ever, is to get customers and supply 
these regularly with the gilt-edged 
variety. More money can be made this 
wiay than in any other method of sell- 
ing butter. There are many people in 
our large cities who would much pre- 
fer to have their butter supplied by a 
thoroughly reliable maker than to de- 
pend upon the chances of geiting a 
good quality elsewhere.

LAW IN CONTEMPT, 


SHAMEFUL ORGIES SANCTIONED 
BY THE CITY’S EXECUTIVE. 


Permission to Violate the Liquor 
Law Given by M. P. Snyder to 
Disorderly Persons. 


POLICE POWERS PARALYZED. 


. SHAM RESOLUTION PASSED BY THE 


COMMISSION, 


- Authority of the Chief Made a Farce 


by Private Instructions and the 
Entire Force Humiliated and 
Exposed to Contempt. 


The Police Commission, at its regu- 
lar meeting last week, passed a resolu- 
tion instructing the Chief of Police to 
enforce the liquor ordinance, which pro- 
hibits the sale of liquor after midnight 
and on Sunday. The ordinance is per- 
fectly clear in terms and had not been 
modified or amended: by the Council. 


\ As it is the duty of the police to enforce 


all ordinances, there seemed to be no 
reason why special instructions by res- 
olution should be given to the head of 
the department to enforce an ordinance 
that is in no particular ambiguous, and 


is perfectly well understood by all per- | 


s0ns whose business it affects. 

It might be inferred from the resolu- 
tion of the \board that the Chief of 
Police had neglected his duty and 
needed a reminder, but such an in- 
ference would be unjust to the Chief, 
The true explanation of the resolution 
is that the failure of the police to en- 
force impartially the laws governing 
the sale of liquor was due to instruc- 
tions from Police Commissioners to 
enforce the law in some cases and to 
ignore it in others. In other words, 
Chief Glass’s superior officers have in- 
structed him from time to time to per- 
mit certain persons to violate the law. 
One of the Commissioners, unable to 
see any excuse for such discriminatian, 
introduced the resolution, and the 
others did not have the nerve to vote 
against it. While they were willing to 
suspend the operation, of laws by pri- 
vate instructions, they could not do so 

mo and by official action, as a 

ard. 

It is notorious that saloons of a 
certain class have been permitted to do 
business at all hours of the day and 
night and on Sunday, in direct viola- 
tion of the ordinance, while others have 
been held to strict compliance with 
the provisions of law. This has been 
the well-known policy of the Police 
Commission, and it has ‘been approved 
tacitly, if not in terms, by many citi- 
zens, who consider the ordinance too 
rigid and irksome and do not believe 
it either expedient or practicable to 
confine the consumption of alcoholic 
beverages to certain hours of the day. 

In accordance with this policy, sa- 
loons of the better class that are con- 
ducted quietly and orderly and are pat- 
ronized by persons who are not sup- 
posed to get drunk and make disturb- 
ances, have not been molested as a 
rule, while the dives and groggeries 
that are frequented by a disorderly 
element have been compelled to obey 
the law. Instead of so amending the 
ordinance as to permit the issuance 
of special licenses for all-night saloons, 
under police supervision, the Commis- 
sioners haye simply set the law aside 
by private and secret action and in- 
structions. Whether: that policy be 
wise or unwise as a matter of po- 


- lice régulation, such are the facts. 


But the granting of special permits 
to violate the law has gone even fur- 
ther than a hint to the police to wink 
at side-door evasions. The most out- 
rageous and indecent orgfes have been 
encouraged and specifically permitted 
by officials, who control the actions of 
the Chief of Police. Turnverein Hall on 
Main street is the scene of these orgies. 
The dances and so-called “masquerade 
balls” given at Turner Hall are at- 
tended by prostitutes and their asso- 
ciates,thugs, hoodlums, thieves and dis- 
reputables of all types and classes, and 
are simply disgraceful debauches and 
free fights. Beer and liquor are sold 
in the hall without any pretense of li- 
censeg of any sort. The assembled 
toughs get drunk, fight, curse, howl 
and make a Bedlam of the neighbor- 
hood until 3 or 4 in the morning, and no 
effort is made to restraim them. 

It has become so notorious that Tur- 
ner Hall dances are shameful disturb- 
ances of the peace, that men about 
town aitend them late at night, when 
the orgies are in full blast, to “see the 
scrapping.’ Last Saturday night one 
of these saturnalias of drunkenness 
and indecency was held under the 
guise of a ‘“benefit’’ for a baseball club. 
Without. .any license, Federal, State or 


city, the promoters of the affair sold‘ 


beer and liquors to all who called for 
if. At the opening of the ball a police 
se ant and a patrolman were pres- 
ent, and they forbade the sale of 
liguor. The mianmagers telephoned to 
Mayor Snyder, *and a few moments 
later the police were withdrawn and 
the violation of law was resumed by 
express permission of M. P. Snyder, 
Mayor of Los Angeles and member of 


._the Boand of Police Commissioners. 


The debauch lasted until 3 a.m. Sun- 


day, when it wound up with a fight.. 


The crowd followed the combatants 
out of the hall and throygh the streets. 
A mob of several hurffdred men and 
women came surging along Main street 
and through Third street to Spring in 
the wake of the principals in the fight, 
one of whom was fleeing from the other. 
Up Spring street raced ‘the fighters, and 
the mob yelled, ran and cursed sonte 
bystanders who blew whistles and 
called for the police. 

There Was no p oliceman within hear- 
ing, and the festivities wero not inter- 
fered with. One of the fighters es- 
caped, and the other ran through the 
office of the Hollenbeck Hotel® to the 
lavatory, where he washed the blood 
from his face. A gang of hoodlums 
invaded the hotel and accompanied the 
belligerent to the lavatory, and toughs, 
hoodlums and curious onlookers drifted 
in and out of the hotel office until the 
night watchman drove them away. 

And all this disturbance of the pub- 
lic peace and invasion of a quiet, re- 
hotel resulted naturally froyrn 

@ permission given by M. P. Snyder, 
Mayor of Los Angeles, to his political 
‘supporters to violate the law openly 

and in defiance of the police. 

The class that promotes and con- 
ducts the Turner Hall debauches: has 
no respect for the law or the author- 
ity of the Chief of Police. 

The Chief, doubtless, tells them they 
cannot sell liquor. At least it is his 
duty to do so, and there is no reason 
to suppose that he neglects it. The 
fact that his men attempted to compel 
respect for the law last Saturday 
night may be taken as proof that the 
Chief is not responsible for the viola- 
tion. But after the Chief tells these 
people what the law is, they go over 
his head and apply to some member of 
the Council or the Police Commission 
for license to break »the law, and they 
wet it and snap their fingers at the po- 

ce. 

Instead of sustaining the Chief of Po- 
lice in the honest discharge of his 
sworn duty, the Mayor of Los Angeles 
sets him aside and exposes him to the 
contempt of the most lawless and dis- 


wife, 


versing his action and turning loose 
the prostitutes and hoodiwms to get 
drunk on illicit liquors and run riot 
throught the streets of the city. And 
all this after voting for a resolution 
instructing the Chief to enforce the 
law witb strict impartiality. 

The criminal and lawless elements of 
the city’s population can be held in 
check only by their fear of the author-, 
ity of the police, and when that au- 
thority is discredited and contemptu- 
ously set aside by any petty political 
demagogue who happens to be in of- 
fice, the police administration becomes 
a farce and the law-breakers become 
insolent in their defiance of law, order 
and decency. 

The affair of last Saturday night was 
not an exception. It was, only the 
latest of a long series of disgraceful 
trucklings to the The Turner 
Hall-orgies are of almost weekly oc- 
currence, and the Mayor and other offi- 
cials above the Chief of Police have 
habitually given verbal permits for 
the sale of liquor, and prev@gted the 
police from doing theif duty. he or- 
gies run ‘“‘wide open,” and the toughs 
fight, yell and make any disturbance 
they please without hindrance, because 
the Chief will not detail his men to 
attend the balls and protect violators 
of the law. Anything short of murder 
goes at Turner Hall, and more than 
once even that has been averted only 
by timely interference of half-sober 
men. 

But the Chief now has the formal, 
publicly proclaimed instruction of the 
commission to enforce the liquor ordi- 
nance, and if that has been communi- 
cated to him officially and without 
private contrary advice from 
Snyder, Mayor, he can put an end to 
the noisy orgies that have made Turner 
Hall a nuisance, and a disgrace to the 
city. A policeman has arrested or 
sworn out a warrant for the bartender 
of the Van Nuys Hotel for selling a 
drink illegally, and it may be possible 
for a policeman to arrest somebody for 
selling twenty berrels of beer and a 
dozen gallons of whisky, without li- 
cense, between 9 o’clock Saturday night 
and 3 o’clock Sunday morning in Tur- 
ner Hall, to a mob of (drunken harlots 
and hoodlums under the protection of 
the Mayor. 


BROTHERLY METHODISTS 


ANCE TO SIMPSON TABERNACLE, 


Tabernacle to Be Sold and a New 
Church Built Near Westlake 
Park—Broadway Property to Be 
Sold—An Important Church Con- 

ference. 


The First Methodist Episcopal 
Church held an important official meet- 
ing last night. It was an adjourned 
session of the quarterly conference, 
which had come together to consider 
its removal to a new ‘location, also vot- 
ing substantial aid to Simpson Church. 

Bishop John P. Newmam was present 
and opened the session with a strong 
presentation of the imperative needs 
of the two leading Methodist churches 
of tho city. He outlined a wise and 
liberal plan, which had been matured 
only after the most careful considera- 
tion. Presiding Elder Bovard and Dr. 
Cantine, the pastor, also spoke along 
the same general line. 

As the trustees had reported the sale 
of the old church site, they were also 
authorized to offer for sale the par- 
sonage site at No. 525 South Broadway. 
It was voted, after considerable de- 
bate, that the sum of $10,000, resulting 
from the sale of the Broadway proper- 
ties, be tendered to the trustees of 
Simpson Tabernacle to aid them im se- 
curing a new home in the Westlake 
+Park section of the city, Simpson 
Tabernacle to be sold and abandomed 
as a methodist house of worship. The 
gift is conditioned on certain plans and 
suggestions to be made by the Build- 
ing Committee of the First Methodist 
Church, which board consisted of the 
board of trustees, to which are added 
the mames of C. E. Hutton, E. W. Rey- 
nolds, W. F. Kronmiller, J. H. Blanch- 
ard, W. H. Brodbeck, J. J. Gosper and 
Cc. V. Baldwin. 

Resolutions were passed authorizing 
the Building Committee to proceed with 
the erection of the First Methodist 
Church on its new site, corner of Sixth 
and Hill, the church to be ready for 
dedication early in September. 

By unanimous vote Bishop Newman, 
who had labored so faithfully to pilot 
the Methodist ship through troubled 
waters, was invited to dedicate the new 
church.

WEBB’S FORMER SUPPORTERS 
WEARY OF HIS RULE. 


Ex-Boss Discovers That the Iron 
Hand Has Lost Its Grip on the 
School Board, 


MISS MAE OWEN REINSTATED. 


SLAP IN THE FACE THAT EN- 
RAGED THE KALSOMINED. 


MecInerny and Mathis Desert the 
Truculent Boss, But Mathis 


Flops Back Into Line from 
‘Sheer Force of Habit. 


If Walter Webb imuagined that the 
whitewashing which he received last 
week at the hands of the survivors of 
the Solid Six would restore him to his 
old position of supremacy in the Board 
of Education the was undeceived lasi 
night. The board met in special ses- 
sion, and the recom of its proceedings 
is the story of a series of rebuffs ad- 
ministered to the ex-boss. It was ob- 
vious that he did not take kindly to 
his medicine, for his displays of ill 
temper were frequent. Every measure 
which he opposed was carried. 

His first and most ignominious defeat 
was in the reélection of Miss Mae Owen 
to a position as teacher. Supported by 
Poor and Bartlett, Webb fought bit- 
terly against this action, but he was 


voted down. It was expected that the 


board would elect a new secretary and 
a superintendent of buildings, but ac- 
tion was deferred until next Tuesday. 

The hour set for the méeting was 
7:30, but it was after 8:30 when Presi- 
dent Davis called the board to order. 
All of the meunbers were present. The 
lobby was well filled, chiefly with as- 
pirants for the positions of secretary 
emd superintendent of buildings. 

The first business considered was the 
report of Director Kubach upon the 
negotiations with the insurance com- 
panies concerning the insurance upon 
the Pico Heights schoolhouse, which 
was burned two weeks ago. He stated 
that the companies offered $5760 in set- 
tlement of the loss, but he reccin- 
mended than an appraisement be made. 
In accordance with this recommenda- 
tion the Building Committee was em- 
powered to act. 

The report of the Teachers’ Commit- 
tee was then read by the secretary. It 
was as follows: 

CHALLENGE TO WEBB. 

“Your Committee on Teachers and 
Schools, begs leave to report as follows: 

“Recommend that the resignation of 
Miss Cora Getchell be accepted. 

“Recommend that leave of absence 
be granted to Miss Lily E. Prince to 
March 26, 1898. 

“Recommend that the leave of ab- 

nce heretofore granted to WBthel 

eddes be terminated, and that she be 
ndtified to report to the superintendent. 

*“‘Recommend, further, that at the be- 
ginning of next term Miss Luna Mur- 
phy be transferred from the Hayes- 
street school and made kindergarten 
director of the Swain-street school; 
that Miss Ethel Sandeman be ¢rans- 
ferred from the Chestnut-street school 
and appointed kindergarten assistant in 
the Swain-street school; that Miss Ad- 
die Doran be transferred fromthe 
Gates-street school and made kinder- 
garten director of the Hayes-street 
school. 

“Recommend that Miss Mae Owen 
and Miss Gertrude Horgan be elected 
teachers for the grammer and primary 
department, and that they be assigned 
to duty by the superintendent.” 

The report was signed by Directors 
Braly and Conrey, Dr. Mathis, the 
third member of the committee, not 
joining in the report. 

Webb was on his feet as soon as the 
report had been read. With ill-con- 
cealed anger he declared that he had 
some remarks to make. After a pass- 
ing comment upon ‘the recommendation 
concerning Miss Geddes, he demanded 
that the proposal to reinstate Miss 
Owen be stricken from the report. He 
insisted that her marking had not been 
such as ‘to entitle her to reélection. 

A QUESTION OF RATING. 

As the markings of teachers were 
made by Deputy Superintendent Ennis, 
he was called. before the board to 
give his ratings upon Miss Owen. He 
stated that during the school year end- 
ing last June, he gave Miss Owen four 
markings; one was “fair to good:,, two 
were ‘‘fair,”’ and one was “fair to poor.”’ 
The last marking was the consequence 
of a recitation by Miss Owen's pupils, 
which he attended, but he was after- 
wards informed by her that the chil- 
dren had had no preparation. The 
average of all Miss Owen’s marks for 
this year would have been “‘fair.”” Mr. 
Ennis said that when he was asked by 
the Teachers’ Committee for ratings he 
supposed that the committee desired 
only the ratings given after January 1, 
1897, when the present board came into 
office. 

“TI gave the committee,” he  con- 
tinued, ‘‘a rating of ‘fair to poor’ on 
Miss Owen, but .I did not mean that 
that was her average for the year. The 
average of her marks for the year 
would have been ‘fair,’ and I certainly 
should not mark her less than that, if 
marking her now. I did not suppose 
that she would be judged by the rating 
I gave the committee; it was to be 
used in connection with the results of 
visits by the committee.”’ 

This statement by Mr. Ennis plainly 
showed the falsity of Webb’s repeated 
assertion during his trial that Miss 
Owen’s rating for the year was only 
‘poor to fair.”’ 

Webb’s vindictive determination to 
prevent Miss Owen's reélection was un- 
mistakable. He tried to extort from 
Mr. Ennis and from Prof. Foshay ad- 
missions that Miss Owen was not en- 
titled to a place as teacher, but both 
declined to express an opinion. 

MISS OWEN REINSTATED. 

A vote was finally taken upon Webb's 
motion to omit from the report the rec- 
ommendation concerning Miss Owen. 
The only affirmative votes were cast by 
Webb, Bartlett and Poor; Braly, Con- 
rey, Davis, Kubach, Mathis and Mc- 
Inerny voted against, the amendment. 
The report was then adopted. 

The result of the vote seemed to give 
promise that Webb had been deserted 
by both Mathis and McInerny. Indeed 
MecInerny took an independent stand 
throughout the evening and seemed de- 
sirous of supporting the better element 
of the board. Mathis’s defection from 
the ex-boss was short-lived, however. 
With characteristic vacillation he 
flopped back again upon the next issue 
presented. 

That issue was raised by Conrey’s 
motion that when the board adjourn it 
should be to Tuesday evening, Febru- 
ary 8. He explained that Kubach 
would go out of office on February il 
and that it would be desirable to have 
one more meeting before he _ should 
give up his seat. 

It wags, of course, apparent to every 
member of the board that the _ real 
purpose of the motion was to secure an 
opportunity to elect @ secretary and 
Superintetident of Buildings while the 
control of the board is ‘still in the 
hands of the decent element. 

McInerny at first offered some ob- 
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jection on the ground that he was 
weary of attending special meetings. 
He soon withdrew his opposition, how- 
ever. 

WEBB INSOLENT AS EVER. 


Webb’s followers objected strenu~ 
ously to the motion, Mathis allying him- 
self with them. Webb was loud in his 
opposition and truculently accused, 
President Davis and his associates of 
bad faith. 

When the roll was called, the motion 
was carried by a vote of 5 to 4, Webb, 
Bartlett, Poor and Mathis constituting 
the minority 
--On -motion by Bartlett the sum of 
$40 was granted to the graduating ciass 
of the High School for the purpose of 
hiring a theater for the class exercises. 

The usual testimonial was voted to 
Miss Laura Getchell, who has taught 
for ten years in the city schools. 


ACCUSED OF UXORCIDE. 


JUAN ORASCO ARRESTED FOR THE 
MURDER OF HIS WIFE. 


A Witness States That She Saw Him 
Go Into the House and Come 
Out Again, and Heard a Pistol 
Shot in the Mean Time. 


Juan Orasco was arrested yesterday 
on a charge of murdering nis wife 
Modesto Orasco, who was found dead 
at her home on Allen’s ranch, three 
miles north of Lamanda Park, on last 
Tuesday, under peculiar circumstances. 
The arrest was made by Sheriff burr 
and Deputy Will White. Orasco was 
lodged in the County Jail. 

The arrest was made et the instance 
of the young wife’s brother, Pedro La- 
naris, who has been investigating the 
circumstances of hei death. He had 
secured enough evidence yesterday to 
convince Dist.-Atty Donnell that he 
was justified in causing Orasco’s ar- 
rest. 

The circumstances of the young wo- 
man’s death seemed suspicious when 
the matter was first reported. Tie Cer- 
oner’s jury, however, returned a verdict 
that she came to her death from pistel 
wounds self-inflicted. The circum- 
stances seemed so peculiar that they 
did not attempt to say whether she had 
committed suicide or had killed herself 
by accident. .

Ten 
minutes afterward she saw Juan come 
eut again and drive away with his 
team. The woman who makes (these 
declarations has already signed a writ- 
ten statement, which is in the posses- 
sion of the District Attorney. 

At the Coroner’s inquest Juan testi- 
fied that he had not been in his house 
after 7 o’clock in the mocrning until 
he returned at. noon with his compan- 
ion. 

Mrs. Onasco was found by the urder- 
takers when they arrived lying on the 
bed with one arm svrread out. Her 
clothes were not disarranged and her 
feet were together. Her position indi- 
cated that she had been laid on the bed 
after death, rather than that she had 
died where she was found. The re- 
volver, with one chamber empty, was 
lying four feet away from ther upon the 
floor. In addition to this, the wound 
did not empear to be one which was 
self-inflicted. The bullet had entered 
near the throat and ranged downward 
and back, finding an exit near the small 
of the back. 

A possible motive for the murder is 
eXplained on the theory of jealousy. 
The couple had been married only 
seventeen days. On Monday she and 
her husband visited her home at Los 
Nietos. A dance was given there that 
night by one of the Mexican families. 
Several of the young men insisted on 
Modesto staying for the dance, and she 
was desirous of doing so, but her hus- 
band would not permit it and insisted 
on going home. The couple left Los 
Nietos in the evening and did not reach 
Lamanda Park until near morning. 

As soan as the death of his sister was 
reported, Pedro Lanaris began investi- 
gating the circumstances surrounding 
her taking off. He was firmly con- 
vinced that she had been murdered by 
Orasco, and visited the District Attor- 
ney’s office as early as last Saturday to 
sse if he could not have Orasco ar- 
rested, as he was afraid that he would 
take alarm and leave the country. 

He finally heard through his friends 
the story of the woman who states 
that she saw Orasco go into the house 
on the morning that his wife was killed. 
Tanaris got a written statement from 
this woman and took it to the District 
Attorney's office yesterday. Asst. Dist.- 
Atty. Williams and Sheriff Burr and 
Deputy White all left at once for 
Lamanda Park. They stopped in Pas- 
adena and Lanaris swore to a complaint 
against Orasco before Justice Rossiter, 
who issued the warrant. 

Orasco was found plowing on Al- 
len’s ranch. He is still living in the 
house where his wife met her death. 
Mr. Burr vnlaced him under arrest. 
Orasco stoutly denied that he had mur- 
dered his wife, and when told that he 
would have to go along with the of- 
‘ficers remarked, “Well, you can kill me 
if you like.” 

On the way to the city Orasco said 
that he had been hauling brush on the 
morning of his wife’s death. At the 
very time that the woman states that 
she saw him go into the house, and 
heard a pistol shot, he says he was 
on another part of the ranch, dumping 
a load of brush. He fixes the time 
by the fact that he looked at his watch 
when he got his load off, and remem- 
bers that it was just 9 o’clock. 

When taken into jail -lagt night, 
Orasco burst out crying and pleaded 
to be allowed to go downtown to get 
his supper. 

It was stated at Lamanda Park that 
Orasco had been arrested once before 
for murder, but that he was discharged 
at his preliminary examination, on the 
ground that the killing was done in 
self-defense. He will be arraigned be- 
fore Justice Young today.

ANNUAL STATEMENTS OF THE WA- 
TER COMPANIES. 


Comprehensive Review Of the Coun- 
cil’s Acts Coneerning the Water 
Question — New Park Commis- 
sioner — Preparations for the 
Primary Elections, 


By far the most important action 
taken yesterday by the City Council 
was the unanimous adoption of a re- 
port prepared by the Watér Supply 
Committee, reviewing every step taken 
by the present Council in relation to 
the water question. The report is a 
very valuable document, being a calm, 
dispassionate etatement, reinforced in 
every material point by citations from 
the records of the committee or of the 
Council. The report is published upon 
another page. 

The annual reports of the water 
companies were presented in accord- 
ance with the State law, which pro- 
vides that they must be filed to serve 
@s a basis for fixing the water rates 
during the ensuing year. 

The vacancy in the Park Commission 
caused by the resignation of R. J. 
Waters was filled by the election of 
Albert Carlos Jones. 

The preparation of the list c* names 
from which the primary election offi- 
cers Will be chosen later for the, pri- 
mary electicn to be held in July proved 
a tedious jo) and rendered it necessary 
to hold an evening session. 


WATER COMPANIES’ REPORTS. 


Annual Statements of Receipts and 
Expenditures. 

The State law directs that the City 
Council shall fix each year the rates 
to be charged by the water companies. 
It also provides that the companies 
‘Must submit each year a_ full state- 
ment of their business fm the pre- 
ceding twelve months. ; 

In accordance with the law, reports 
were received by the Council yesterday 
from the City Water Company and the 
Highland Water Company. 

The report of the City Water Com- 
pany was very voluminous, inciuding 
a list of all water users supplies Ly 
the company with’the amount paid hy 
each during the year ending October 21, 
1897. The report was summarized as

EVENING SESSION. 


Primary Election Officers—New Park

The machinery of the new primary 
election law is very cumbersome. The 
preparation for the nrimaries tobeheld 
in July must be made in January, and 
us vesterday was the last day of the 
month, it was imperative that action 
should be taken. -An.evening session 
was rendered necessary. The law re- 
quires that for each election preeinct, 
fifteen names of voters shall be selected, 
five being taken from each cf the 
three political parties. These names 
are then placed in sealed envelopes 
and twenty davs before the primary 
elections the envelopes are opened and 
five names are drawn from each. These 
five constitute the election officers for 
the precinct. There are seventy-eight 
precincts in the city and as fifteen 
voters mus: be named for each, the 
total list comprised 1170 names. It was 
finally completed and approved. 

NEW PARK COMMISSIONER. 

Councilman Toll moved that the 
Council preceed to fill the vacancy in 
the Park Commissian, created by the 
resignation of R. J. Waters, and nomi- 
nated Albert Carles Jones.

TEMPEST IN A TEAPOT. 


IT DURST IN JUDGE SMITH’S COUR! 
YESTERDAY MORNING. 


And the Charges of Contempt Wer, 
Dismissed Against Mark Lewt- 
and Robert Wankowski — Bire

cited last Saturday for contempt pres- 
ent?’ inquired the ceurt. 

Mark Lewis and Bob Wankowski an- 
swered “here.” 

“Mr. Lewis, what excuse do you give 


-for not responding to the subpoena te 


be present in this court last Satur- 
day?’ demanded Judge Smith, scow}- 
ing fearfully. 

Mr. Lewis's attorney started to an- 
ewer the question for his client, but 
Judge Smith choked: him off with the 
remark that he didn’t want any eec- 
ond-hand excuses. ‘‘Let Mr. Lewis 
answer for himself,’’ he added. 

“Well, Your Honor,’ began Mr. Lewis 
in Sepulchral tones, “I was sick.” 

“Here, that’s too thin,” interposed 
the Judge to the feeble witness. ‘If 
that’s eo why didn’t you say something 
about it last Saturday?” 

“Well but I was sick,’’ persisted Mr. 
Lewis, gaining strength. “I left word 
at the bank with H. J. Weollacott that 
I could not bé present in court to tes- 
tify. I have not been at the bank for 
a week,”’ 

“Yes,"’ chimed in the attorney, 
thusiastic over the showing that his 
client was making, “he had to core 
dewnetairs in his dressing gown when 
he was served with the subpoena on 
Tuesday.” 

“Well there may be some extenuat- 
ing circumstances in your case,” said 
the Judge. “But how about Mr. 
Wankowski, were you sick, too, sir?” 

“No, sir, but I understccd in the 
morning that if I ~was wanted here 1! 
would be telephoned for before 12 
o'clock.” 

“Who gave you to understand that?’ 

“Mr. Pendleton did.” 

“Did not the bailiff here telephone to 
you after that, that you were to be 
bere at 2 o'clock without fail?’ 

“No sir; I talked with Mr. Pendleton 
last. I was at the bank until 2 o’clock 
and again at 4 o’clock.” 

“That's too loose: that’s too thin,” 
and the Judge’s face showed plainly 
that the storm which had been gather- 
ing had not spent its fury. “That's not 
what Mr. Pendleton said: that does not 
agree with the representations which 
he made to this court. Where is Mr. 
Pendleton? This is shipshod business. 
Somebody has got to pay this fine. If 
Pendleton misrepresented matters he’s 
got to pay it.

All of this 
hullabuloo has apparently been started 
over nothing.” 

“Well, as .no one seems to be to 
tlame but the court,” added Vudge 
Smith, once mere good naturally, and 
hig gleams of sunlight beamed through 
his countenance, which only a moment 
ago had been darkened by threatening 
clouds. ,‘‘The court is all to blame I 
guess. I'll have to take it all on my- 
sclf, the charges against the defendants 
are dismissed.’ 

Then Mr. Bird and the alleged forged 
checks were remembered and the trial 
was resumed. Mr. Lewis and Wan-: 
kowski both went on the witness stand 
and testified that they believed the sig- 
nature on the checks which have been 
offered in evidence, were genuine. This 
concluded ihe evidence of the defense. 
and the case was rested. 

Mr. McComas made a brief argument 
for the prosecution and Attorney Cope- 
land opened for the denese. The cas¢ 
was continued until this morning for 
him to finish.

NEWLIN REMANDED TO JAIL. 


Habeas Corpus Proceedings 
missed by Judge Van Dyke. 
Judge Van Dyke yesterday denied the 
application for a discharge on the 
nabeas corpus of Charles Newlin, who 
is serving 175 days in the County Jail 
for disturbing the peace. The punish- 
ment ca the misdemeanor offense of 
which Newlin was convicted is fixed 
by the Perial Code at a fine not ©xceed- 
ing $200 or by ‘mprisorment im the 
County Jail noi exceeding ninety days 
or by both such fine and imprisonment.

AN OLD SOLDIER. 


The Man Killed Sunday Night Iden- 
tified by Comrade. 

An inquest was held yesterday on 
the body of Gecrge W. McCurdy, the 
man who was killed by a fanta Monica 
e‘ectric car neer ihe Soldiers’ Home 
Sunday night. The verdict exonerates 
the motorman, William R. Newt on, amd 
the conducior, J. T. Wilson. 

The man was first identified yester- 
day morning by g¢everal cld soldiers 
as a comrade at the home. He was 61 
yearvs:of age. He had spent the earlier 
part of Sunday evening drinking with 
friends at fanta Monica, and after sup- 
per his ccmrades put Sim aboard a 
car hound for the home, as he was too 
intoxicated to care for himself. At the 
home the conductor of the car put him 
off, but ins:ead of entering the institu- 
tion, the man must have laid down on 
the tracks. 

When the car was wiihin about 
twenty feet of the prostrate man he 
seem by Newton, the mo.iorman of 
the Santa Monica electric car which 
left this city at 9:30 o’clock Sunday 
night. The car nearly cut the old sol- 
dier in two, and was derailed by the 
body. Several hours were consumed in 
getting the car beck cm the tracks and 
it was not until early yestercay morn- 
ing that the Coremer was notified of 
the accident. Watchers were left with 
the body, and the inquest held as soon 
as pessible after notification was given 
to the Coroner. 

George W. McCurdy was a mem- 
ber. during the war, of Co. G, Sixth 
Maine Infantry, and was'‘admitted to 
Pacific branch from Los Angeles on 
August 10, 1893. He was a veterinary 
surgeon of some repute and was popu- 
larly known throughout this and ad- 
jacent counties as “Doc” McCurdy.

ROHDE DISMISSED. 


HIS CHURCH REFUSES TO ACCEPT 


HIS RESIGNATICN. 


The Physical Culture Professor 
Fells to Face His Accusers—Rev. 
Pitman Makes a Statement—Prof,. 
Keppel Explains.

The official board of the United States 
Brethren Church, Pico and Hope 
streets, last night expelled from mem- 
bership in the church and fellowship in 
the congregation, C. J. Rohde, professor 
of physica! culture in public 


-hools. 
eae Rohde was not present at the 
meeting, although, according to several 
members who had interviewed him 
within the past week, he had promised 
to be present, and face his accusers. 

The charge upon which Mr. Rohde 
was found guilty and for which he was 
expelled, was testifying at one of the 
investigation meetings during the re- 
cent Roard of Edveation scandal, that 
he had to join the tnited Brethren 
Church to get or hold his position, and 
that he was “held up” on dedication day 
by the pastor of the church, Rev. Pit- 
man, and made to pay $10 before he 
could get out of the church edifice. 
Rev. Pitman was at the time a member 
of the Roard of Education which em- 

1 Rohde. 
reat Rohde was afraid to face the 
official board was evident from a letter 
of resignation which he sent, and which 
the church refused to receive. This 
letter was sent only after the last meet- 
ing of the Board of Education, where 
the “Iron Hand” seemed to have re- 
ned its grip. 

meeting of the nited Brethren 
ecngregation last night was called to 
order by Prof. J. H. Francis of the 
commercial department of the High 
School. Rev. Dr. Pitman delivered a 
prayer and then W. H. Byrer, secre- 
tary of the board of control, read the 
call for the official meeting and the 
resolutions, passed some weeks ago, 
calling upon Rohde to explain his ut- 
terances before the Buard of Educa- 
tion. | 

Chairman Frencis, as a formality, 
celled for Rohde. Secretary Byrer arose 
and said he had seen Mr. Rohde on 
Saturday lest, and that gentleman had 
promised to attend last night’s meet- 
ing. but instead had sent a Ietter, 
which the secretary proceeded to read 
as follows: 

“LOS ANGELES Cal.Jan 31-1898 
“To The United Brethren Church. 
Corner Pico and Hope streets 

“Having sent to you in December 
1897 my resignation as a member of 
your church through the kindness of 
Mr .M. Keppel I cannot consider my- 


4 self a member of your church anymore 


and as I have no more to say ‘as al- 
ready stated I do not think it necessary 
to repeat it. 

“Respectfully Cc J. ROHDE.” 

This gem of composition of “English 
as she is writ,” was without a punctu- 
ation mark, and was, after reading, 
ordered filed. Rev. Pitman then arose 
and said he desired to make a state- 
ment. ,He said he was not attempting 
to make any defense for himself, as he 
did not need it. He was out of the 
State when Rehde made his startling 
statements under oath. Before he left 
the State he (Pitman) had gone before 
the Better City Government League 
and told them all and everything he 
knew regarding ‘the school-board scan- 
dal. He felt he had fulfilled his duty, 
and if placed on the stand a hundred 
times ‘could tell no more. As to Rohde 
he joined the church months after his 
election to his position. The election 
was in June, Rhode’s salary was fixed 
in July, and it was in the October fol- 
lowing that he jointed the church. He 
joined it then, Rev. Pitman said, 
against his, the minister's, wish, as he 
believed at the time, and so told 
Rohde, ‘that the latter was not sincere. 
Rohde protested, however, that he was 
sincere, and that he wanted his chil- 
dren in an English church and English 
Sunday-school. Later, Rev. Pitman 
said he felt that he had done Rohde 
a wrong in doubting his sincerity, and 
so told him. 

As to the hold-up, Rev. Pitman said 
the church books would contradict 
Rohde’s statements. The church ftself 
cost $9000. Of this*“amount $5000 was 
subscribed by the Young People’s So- 
ciety of the church and there was yet 
$3000 due on the church, only $1000 hav- 
ing been raised by the congregation 
here so far. Of the $1000 the books 
and cards would show that less than 
$100 was paid by teachers or employés 
of the school department, and yet there 
was 2 number of them now in_ the 
church and had been all along. Rev. 
Pitman said it was evident that Ax- 
tell, Adams, Webb and others were 
seeking to find some one on whom _ to 
throw the blame of their acts. He had 
apparently been selected for the scape- 
goat. He had no excuses to offer. He 
bad told the truth, the whole truth, and 
had nothing to add to it. He intended 
going away on’ Wednesday next to be 
away several months, and he wanted 
everybody to know it. 


Prof. Keppel then addressed. the 
meeting. He said he had callef on 
Rohds in December last, that 


Rohde insisted that he was held up on 
dedication day for $10; that the minis- 
ter in the pulpit, who was not Rev. 
Pitman, had said, “don’t let them out 
until they. pay.” Keppel said that 
statement was made, but in a jocular 
way, and ‘that at the time every door 
in the’ church was unlocked, and that 
three of the doors were propped wide 
open at the time, and people were leav- 
ing the building by the hundreds, over 
a thousand people being present. 

After some further argument a mo- 
tion was passed by unanimous vote to 
refuse to accept Rohde’s resignation, 
and to dismiss him from the church un- 
der charges.

CAN BRYAN EXPLAIN? 


A Record That Make Makes His Theory 
Looo Sic®.. 

[Arizona Citizen:] When Mr. Bryan 
has a few minutes to spare from his 
labors in writing his lectures on ‘Mex- 
ico, out of which he expects to reap a 
handsome profit, it might be well for 
him to explain how it is that the year 
1897 has proven the best business year 
that the United States has seen in the 
“memory of the present generation, in 
the face of the rejection of his fine spun 
theories, which he, in the last cam- 
paign, insisted was the only thing that 
could bring prosperity. Dun’s Review, 
which is a generally accepted authosty, 
shows that in failures 1897 was not only 
the hest yearsince 1892, but on the 
whole the best er definitely known. 
With 13,522 failures, in number 11.5 per 
cent. less than 1896, and $182,581,771 de- 
faulted liabilities, 34 per cent. less than 
in 1896,.the year’s banking failures 
amounted. to $28,249,700,-@nd the com- 
mercial, failures: wer’ but 13,351, with 
liabilities of $154,332,071, the average per 
failure being only $11,559, the lowest 
ever known, except in 1892. But even 
in that year the failures-during the lest 
half ‘everaged liabilities of $10,447 per 
failure, while in the last half of 1897 
the average was ‘only $9593. The re- 
turns by business show 
that.in fifteen out of eighteen classes 


-? the failures were lower than in any pre- 


vious year of which there is a record, 
with especially large decrease in the 
great number of unclessified manufac- 
turing and trading failures. Moreover, 
the year showed remarkable decrease, 
as some other prosperous years have 
shown increase, comparing the second 


with the first half.

Copies of the Gutenberg Bible are 
valuable to a library. Brayton Ives 
paid Hamilton Cole $15,000 for this cipy 
some years ago, which, while it is not 
the highest price paid for one of these 
Bibles, is probably~ as much, if ‘not 
more, tham it Will ever command again. 
The only other copy in America, naw in 
the Lennox Library. was purchased in 
Its duplicate from the 
Munich Library sold at Augsburg in 
1853 for 2336 florins. The B’shop of Cas- 
bel’s copy at auction im London 
in 1858 for £595, and twenty-nine years 
afterward went into’ Lord Crawford's

BRANCH BANKS. A strong argu- 
Ment for the establishment of branch 
banks in the United States is presented 
by William C. Cornwell, president of 
the City Bank of Buffalo, N. Y., ina 
neat pampbiet issued with the compli- 
ments of the banks. Mr. Cornwell 
@ays that branch banking has been in 
@ctive operation throughout the world 
for at least one hundred years, in some 
countries to the exclusion of almost 
every other kind. This is the case with 
France, Germany, Scotland and Can- 
@da, where the valuable qualitics of 
the system have been thoroughly 
proven. 

The Bank of France, the only French 
bank allowed to issue notes, has 
branches in ninety-four towns and 
cities outside of Paris. 

The Imperial Bank of Germany has 
220 branches. 

In Scotland. where there alto- 
Rether only ten banks in the country, 
they have altogether 878 branches. 


Canada has thirty-eight banks, with 
483 branches. 

Ireland has nine banks, with 353 
branches. 

Russia, Austria, Italy. Australia 


Ihave the branch-bank system; in fact 
it has developed naturally in nearly 
every country in the world, except the 
United States. It began to do so here 
and was in a high stage of perfection 
when restrictive war legislation 
blighted it, and crushed ue in other 
Ways. 

In England we have a unique feature 
in that large and very strong private 
banking firms are allowed not cnly the 
privilege of note issue, but also that of 
branches, both of which they exercise, 
the branches being confined to towns 
in the region where the head office is 
located. Incorporated banks there also 
have branches, mainly in their own 
districts. Meantime the Bank of Eng- 
has only nine branches, and large num- 
bers of strong banks there have no 
branches at all.

WHEAT PRICES. In Chicago, owing 
to manipulation, May wheat is quoted 
at $1 a bushel. In California prices 
@re cood now, and the scarcity of-rain 
is causing feare of a poor wheat crop. 
There is still time, however, as géod 
Crops have been gathered when the 
rains have held off until the middle of 
February. In any event, the prospects 
are that those who have wheat to sell 
this year will obtain good prices. 

The San Francisco Examiner quotes 
@ dealer of that city as follows on the 
Wheat market: 

“There has been no serious @amage 
Gone so far by the lack of rain. That 
there is need of rain there can be no 
doubt. It is known, however, that dry 
seasons heretofore followed by rains in 
February, have produced fair creps. 

“There is a good demand for-spcot 
wheat from abroad and stocks are de- 
creasing rapidly. Ocean freight rates 
are showing decided weakness and ev- 
erything points to a further reduction, 
which means an increase in the price 
of wheat. The demand for wheat at 
all points is very urgent. At Chicago, 
of 11,000,000 bushels but 250,000 bushels 
are in store, not subject to the control 
of the clique. This small quantity is 
all that the shorts have to depend upon 
to fill their contracts at the present 
time. Deliveries of wheat in the North- 
West are decreasing rapidly. The un- 
certainty regarding the Argentine crop 
is one of the bul! factors which is now 
occupying the minds of speculators. 
There is no doubt that foreigners will 
Want every bushel of American wheat 
that can be spared this year, and it is 
likely that by the time the new crop 


is ready we shall have the smallest 
Stocks on hand ever known. 
“These are the conditions and they 


all tend to make manipulation of the 
market a very easy matter. I think at 
the present moment, if the Leiter 
crowd so deeired, May wheat could in 
two days be sent up to $1.25. It is 
known positively that they have re- 
fused to sell any wheat held by them 
at prices from 7 to 10 cents above pre- 


vailing market quotations. The in- 
terior milling demand for wheat is 
strong and this is a point that the 
clique are guarding well—they are 


making sure that the wheat they sell 
into consumption and kept 
from the hands of speculators who 
otherwise might turn round and sell it 
back to the clique. » 

“Our prices here are about 15 cents 
below Chicago's, largely owing to the 
deal there; still the market is strong. 

“From all these facts and conditions

An over- 
flooded wine market has been the 
cause of much discussion and no end 
of dissension between the merchants 
and the producers of the State, and is 
Tesponsible for the rumor that wine 
would be hereafter placed on the mar-

Pwar and wrangle over the same hone, 


valuc since the redundant crops of the 
1897 vintage were thrown on the market 
is acknowledged by every merchant in 
the city, but not one will acknowledge 
that the trouble now at issue between 
the California Wine Association and 
the California Wine Makers’ Corpora- 
tion relative to a reduction of the price 
of wine has been prompted by a spirit 
of animosity, but all say it is a nat- 
ural decline in the value of wine which 
compels the former association to de- 
mand a reduction from the producers. 
This they have refused to give and de- 
clare that if necessary they will go to 
war with the association in order to 
preserve the present standard of prices, 
which range from 13 to 15 cents per 
gallon. 

“Henry S. Crocker, president of the 
Wine Makers’ Corporation, expressed 
his views and gave his opinion and so- 
lution of the present difficulty as fol- 
lows: 

“The corporation of which I am the 
president and representative head is 
organized for the purpose of disposing 
of the products of California wine pro- 
ducers without a middleman profit and 
solely to the advantage of these pro- 
ducers. 

“ ‘Whether the wine merchants or the 
California Wine Association think they 
are in the right when they stoop to the 
absurd folly of endeavoring to cause a 
reduction in the price of wines mat- 
ters little to the corporation, because 
such a reduction cannot possibly affect 
the producers enrolled in ite member- 
ship. 

“‘Such men as Percy T. Morgan of 
the California Wine Association and 
Mr. Jacoby of the firm of Lachman & 
Jacoby and a few others arrogate to 
themselves the fact that they control 
the wine output of the State and can 
therefore dictate to the producers the 
price that shall be placed on the pro- 
duction of their vineyards. 

“‘T have no personal enmity against 
the individual wine merchants of the 
city or the members of the California 
Wine Ascociation,’ said Mr. Crocker, 
‘but still as the representative and 
president of the makers’ corporation I 
think .my position demands that I 
should say something in defense of the 
preducers’ interests by taking a firm 


stand against their oppressors.’ 

“Although expresses in- 
difference as to The movements of the 
California Wine Association and their 
endeavor to cut prices of wine, he nev- 
ertheless exhibits considerable appre- 
hension-as to whether these merchante 
intend to institute the threatened rate 
wer. His characterization of the in- 
dividual members of the California 
Wine Association and his pungent re- 
marks in the allusion to the associa- 
tion as a whole indicate plainly that he 
places some credenee in the reports of 
a contemplated reduction, and, also, 
that the California Wine Asscciation ie 
a --wer in the community.” 

“It seems absurd that an organiza- 
tion which, in my estimation, ts depre- 
ciating in financial resources daily 
should presume to dictate to the wine 
yroducers of this State the proper 
price at which they shall sell and dis- 
pos* of their wines to the consumers.

mountain at the colliery. Suitable wash 
ery .mechines were put in and quan- 
tities of first-class coal are being taken 
out of what was considered a great 
black mmss.of worthless dirt. 

“There is no way of estimating the 
weight of all these mountains of coal 
dirt in the three Pennsylvania anthra- 
cita coal basins, but they are all valua- 
ble, especially where there is @ plentiful 
supply of water. In recent years the 
discovery has been made that pea coal 
is a first-class fuel. They now take 
out and classify not only pea coal, but 
buckwheat and rice as well. The com- 
pany is able to make at least $1 clear 
profit a ton on this washed coal, which 
would make $50,000 clear profit on the 
Kalmia washery alone. Individuals 
have gone into the business, and the 
Bertollette Bros. of Girardsville, are co- 
ing very well, shipping as high as six- 
teen cars a day. In a short time, it is 
probable, Many more will be engaged 
in washing out 7ood coal from these dirt 
heaps, some of which are 200 feet In 
height and cover ten acres. 

“At one big dirt bank a very rich find 
has just been made. During the war 
the demand for lump coal for United 
States vessels of war was so great that 
several of the Reading Railroad col- 
lieries could not stop ts bother with 
smal) coal. The rush for lump and 
steamboat necessitated the pushing of 
smal! coal out of the way in order to 
hurry up the shipments of the big coal. 
This small coal went out on the bank 
and was soon covered up by the dirt 
out of 
sight, to remain there for thirty-five’ 
years. It has now been discovered, and, 
it is thought, may prove worth hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. It re- 
quires very little work to run coal 
through the newly-patented washeries. 
Hence machinery is now used in wash- 
ing and separating coal, not only at 
coal-dirt banks, but also at the mines. 
Coal just mined is brought up into the 
breakers and thoroughly washed, and 
is put on the cars bright, clean and 
sparkling. This new hunt for lost coal 
is not confined to the mountains of coal 
dirt alone. It is estimated that beds 
of the abandoned canal] and Schulkill 
River, between Schuylkill Haven and 
Port Clinton, contain thousands of tons 
of coal, varying in size from buck- 
wheat to nut.”

MUCH WORK TRANSACTED BY THE 


CITY’ TRUSTEES. 


Death of John A. Wowen and Ger- 
 gham P. Brood, Both fro the 
East—Work on the Hotel G , 
Annex—Franklin School Closed, 


PASADENA, Jan. 31.—[Regular~ Corre- 
spondence.] The City Trustees met in regu- 
Jar session this‘ afternoon with all members 
present. ‘Proposats to furnish quarters for a 
city hall were opened, and instead of only 
ohe bid, as received at a previous meeting of 
the board, there ‘were six bidders, and the 
owners of the present building also put in 
another proposition, in which they came down 
cotisiderably In the rent. ' 

‘The propositions were -as follows: A. F. 
Christiansen of Nos.°125 and 127 West Colo- 
rado street offers the two-story brick block 
just as it stands for $600 per year on a five 
or ten-year lease; P. G. Wooster offered the 
ground floor of the Wooster Block on South 
fair Oaks avenue, for $1000 per year. Nash 
Bros. offered to erect a’ building to be com- 
pleted by May 1, on East Colorado ‘street, 
adjoining the Santa Fé track, for $1000 per 
year rental: The W. R. Staats Company 
Offered the Hopkins Block, on the northwest 
corner of Fair Oaks avenue and Union street, 
just as it is, the city to make such alterations 
as are deemed necessary, for $75 per month 
én a year’s lease; $70 per mionth on a three- 
‘years’ lease; and $65 per month on a five- 
year’s lease. Three other offers were made 
including making such ¢hanges as might be 
needed, the price for the block ranging $n 
accordance with the alterations from $95 per 
month up to $150 per month. James Smith 
offered the ground floor: of the building ad- 
joinigg the First National Bank building on 
Wese Colorado street on a five-year’s lease, 
for $90 per month. Mrs. Mary E. McGee 
tendered the present building for one year at 
$900 ($300 less than her previous offer;) $1800 
for.three years, and $3000 for five years. She 
also agrees to make several improvements. 

The matter was referred by President Hart- 
wéll to the board as conimittee of the whole 
to report at the next meeting. At the close 
of the meeting the several plans of buildings 
and alterations were very thoroughly dis-

Poles -set in: the sidewalk close to the curb- 
ing indicating the business, but without let- 
tering may be usei, provided the design is 
not more than two feet in width and at leas 
eight feet above the sidewalk. 

The Auditing and Finance Committee re- 
ported municipal improvement bonds sold and 
unredeemed to date amounting to $105,600, 
upon which there will be due interest on Feb- 
ruary 1 of $5280; that there were municipal 
improvement maturing February 
to the amount of $9600.

SANTA MONICA. 


Protest Against Outfall Sewer—Il- 
linois Man Shoots Himeclif. 

SANTA MONTCA, Jan. 3t.—[Regtilar Corre- 
spondence.] The Board of City Trustees held 
an interesting session this afternoon, Bids 
for the construction of an outfall sewer, 
Screenhouse and wharf at the southerly city 
limits, were réceived as follows: Darby Lay- 
don & Co., San Francisco, $14,763; J. M. Gar- 
diner, Los Angeles, $15,998.50; Healy, Tibbetts 
& San ‘Francisco, $15,470; Thompson 
Bridge Company, San Francisco, $15,000. 

After the bids had been received, A. B. 
Hotchkiss of Los Angeles presented a protest 
against the construction of the proposed wharf 
and sewer. The protest bore the signatures 
of Andreas ard Rafael Machado, by Mr. 

otchkiss as attorney, and also the personal 
signature of Mr. Hotchkiss. The protest, 
which was a lengthy one, urged against the 
proposed construction on the ground that ‘the 
money raised by a city bond issue for sewer 
ed eg could not legally be used for the 

uilding of the wharf as proposed. In su 

port of this contention it ‘was argued that the 
wharf would not be nectssary w the construc- 
tion or maintenance of the sewer. e re- 
monstrance went on to say that the protest- 
ants claimed a two hundred-foot strip run- 
ning along the beach in front of the town to 
the point in question, and did not consent 
either to a sewer or a wharf right-of-way 
across their lands. They had a suit to quiet 
title pending, in which the town was a de- 
fendant, and in which Kinney & Ryan and 
their tenants would be served as defendants. 
The protest also said: ‘The title of protest- 
ants Is good and valid. Kinney & Ryan can- 
not get a certificate of title from the le 
Insurance and Trust Company, corner of 
Franklin and New High streets, Los Angeles, 
the only solvent and reliable title-insurance 
company in that city, which has condemned 
their title to this water-front strip. They de- 
pend on a certificate of title from a company 
of which Mri Pope, their aitorney, is presi- 
dent,-or one of which Mr. Kinney is president. 
In other words, they want the town of Santa 
Monica to deal with them and take their own 
say-so, that they own the lands they promise 
to sell to the city.’’ 

A communication from James Campbell, as 
president of the Santa Monica Wharf and Ter- 
minal Railway Company, protesting against 
the construction of the outfall and wharf, was 
also presented. 

The board took a recess and its members 
held a private conference. After reassembling 
the. following was adopted: 

“Whereas, cértain parties have filed protests 
claiming intcrests in certain portions of the 
lands over which the outfall sewer is to pass, 
the title to which lands has been searched by 
the Title Guarantee and Trust Company of 
Los Angeles, and the title to Kinney & Ryan 
approved: 

‘‘Resolved, that we have the utmost confi- 
dence in the ability and integrity of said com- 
pany; and of its officers; and be it furtner 
ee that said protests be ‘placed on 

e.”’ 

. The board also adopted a resolution referr'ng 
the bids to a committee to report on the re- 
sponsibtlity of the bidders, and giving to any 

‘them who desired to do so the privilege of 
withdrawing their bids. The proposal of 
Healy, Tibbetts & Co. was then withdrawn. 

John D. Pope, the attorney referred to in 
the Hotchkiss protest, was afterward asked 
about the title claimed by Hotchkiss. He 
said: ‘“‘The title of Kinney & Ryan to the 
land involved in the right-of-way in question 
has been examined and approved by the Title 
Guarantee and Trust Company of Los Ange- 


les.’’

ILLINOIS MAN’S SUICIDE. 

L. G. Collett, a resident of Vermil!on county, 
Ill., committed sulcide in this city this morn- 
ing by’ shooting himself wth a rifle. Collett 
came to Santa Monica several weeks ago and 
occupied a .cottage on the beach near the 
Orystal Plunge.: The cottage was owned by 
Je J. Quaid. Mr. Collett and Mr. Quaid went 
on several hunting excursions, but the former 
became ill and had to remain at the cottage. 
Collett suffered from catarrh of the stomach, 
and seeméd quite despondent. Early this 
morning he was found lying unconscious near 
the cottage with a bullet wound over his right 
temple, Beside him lay a’ Winchester rifle, 
and. grasped in his hand was a small stick. 
His posture and the positions of the rifle and 
the stick in his hand seemed to show that he 
had used the stick to spring the trigger. The 
wounded man. was removed to an engine-- 
house near by, where he died just before 
noon without having regained consciousness. 
An inquest was held at Guidinger’s undertak- 
ing place this afternoon. The jury found that 
Collett killed himself with suicidal intent. 

Collett had a sister in Glenburn, Ill., and: 
two daughters. He is thought to have been 
well-to-do. His sister has been requested by 
telegraph to advise as to the disposition of his 
remains and effects.

employé of the company, was badly beaten up 
by C. M. Holmes, manager of the plant.

Mr. Holmes’s statement is that Calmer, who 
went on duty at the factory at 12 o’clock at 
night and was relieved at noon, had been com- 
ing late to work; and he had informed him 
if he was not more punctual he would be 
relieved. This morning Mr. Holmes found a 
note on his desk from the man, saying he had 
resigned and: wished his money, and he gave 
him a check for the amount at about il 
o’clock.. At 1:30 o’clock Calmer returned to the 
factory, and going into Mr. Holmes’s office 
used abusive language to him, and then went 
over the plant to where other men were em- 
ployed, abusing their employer, saying he was 
going back to the office again and tell the 
————- ==» What he thought of him. In order. 
to avoid trouble with the man, Mr. Holmes 
left his office and went to another part of the 
building, but Calmer followed him, continuing 
the quarrel... As the manager returned to the 
office the man swore at him, and, unable to 
control his temper longer, Mr. Holmes struck 
him with a piece of gaspipe, or some other 
blunt instrument, several times about 
head and once on the shoulder. Mr. Holmes 
is the smaller and more slender man, and 
Calmer, who admits that he took two or thres 
drinks after he was paid off, was not very 
drunk. No arrests have as yet béen made, 
and the injured man, who was pretty weak 
when helped out of the operating chair, went 
quietly home, saying he would wait until he 
got stronger before he took any more action 
in the matter.

INTEREST BEING SHOWN IN THE 
CULTURE OF TOBACCO. 


Serious Street-car Accident—Forger 
McKeéen Pleads Guilty and is 
Sent to Sain Quentin—Big De- 
mand for Ceal—Sheepmen Suf- 
fering. 


SAN DIEGO, Jan. 31,—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] A number of people in this 
county are taking much interest in the pro- 
duction of tobacco, as it has been demon- 
strated that a very superior grade of 
tobacco can be grown here. A _ meet- 
ing was held last week by the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association, the ‘Cham- 
ber of Commerce and other kindred organ- 
izations to take some steps to assist the 
tobacco-growers in further demonstrating the 
superior flavor of the ‘‘weed’’ as it is grown 
here, and this meeting resulted in the ap- 
pointment of a committee to interview the 
business men and others ‘interested fn the de- 
velopment of the industry to raise $1500 with 
which to secure an expert to teach the grow- 
ers how to cure the plant, as much depends 
upon the curing. This committee will make 
a thorough canvass of the city, and will re- 
port to the Tobacco Growers’ Association, 
and if the money can be raised an expert will 
soon be here; to instruct the growers the 
coming season. 

STREET-CAR ACCIDENT. 

Mrs. H. Byers of No. 1065 F street was 
seriously injured Sunday afternoon at Fourth 
and Walnut streets, being thrown from the 
car while it was turning the curve at a rapid 
gait. The- brake refused to work, and the 
car struck the curve at high speed. Mrs.

SAN DIEGO BREVITIES. ~ 


The time for the Cglifornia Construction 
Company to complete its second contract on 
the government fortifications at Ballast Point 
will expire Tuesday of this week, and the 
work will probably be done by that time. 
The amount expended on the works so far is 
about $180,000, which includes the three im- 
placements for 10-inch rifles, with disappear- 
ing carriages, as well as considerable work 
on the underground torpedo chambers. It 
will probably be two or three months yet be- 
fore the big guns will be mounted, as ample 
time must be given for the cement to harden 
before the tremendous weight is put upon it. 

As a result of the broken tunnel on .the 
Santa Fé Railroad, it has become necessary 
for San Diego to supply a large portion of 
New Mexico and Arizona with: coal. Orders 
have been reeeived here the past two days 
for several trainloads of coal to be sent out 
along the line of-the Santa Fé Pacific, as the 
entire supply from Gallup and New Mexico 
hes been shut off. If traffic shall not soon 
be. resumed over that portion of the Santa 
Fé, it “will be necessary for the coal -com- 
pany here to charter extra vessels to load 
‘with coal for this port. . 

The Ruby A. Cousins will be the first 
vessel to leave this port with a union crew 
shipped at the new scale of wages, which 
have been raised to $40 per month. The vic- 
tory all along’ the coast is considered here 
to be the result of the unusual demand for 
sailors on account of the big wheat trade and 
the Klondike craze.
